1  Heretofore  deigned  to  fend  you  an  exaeft  Journal  of  the 
Shepherdefs  of  Cret,  but  you  looked  upon  it  as  a  fabulous 
Story,  fo  that  1  hid  ?fide  my  Memoirs  till  another  time.  I 
have  fince  found  in  that  fable  Journal  of  the  Month  of  July 
hit,  That  the  Shepherdefs  had  feverai  times  faid,  and  particularly 
before  her  Judges,  That  they  might  put  her  to  Death,  but  that  God 
would  raife  up  others  after  her,  thac  fliould  fay  greater  thir  g  than 
fhe  had  done.  I  therefore  fenc  you  the  firft  News  of  the  young 
Prophets,  who  began  to  Prophdie  about  the  beginning  of O&ubcr 
lafl.  But  you  likewifc  demanded  the  continuation  with  fo  many 
Referves  and  Precautions,  that  1  don’c  know  how7  to  include  in  the 
fpace  of  a  Letter  all  the  Circumftances  that  are  neceflary  for  $ 
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thorough  Examination  of  fuch  an  extraordinary  thing :  If  l  ftiould 
fend  you  all  the  Informations  and  Proofs  thereof,  they  would  make 
up  a  Volume.  Indeed  the  Iaffc  News  we  had  from  i)AHj>hinef  that 
both  the  Preachers  and  Hearers  were  at  prefent  fevereiy  perfecuted, 
is  a  great  Proof  of  the  mattter  of  Fa<ft  even  to  the  molt  incredulous;, 
and  your  Letter  could  not  come  in  a  more  feafonhble  time  than  ic 
did,  to  put  me  in  mind  of  my  Promife  to  you.  Since  yefterday 
was  the  firft  Day  that  thofe  that  are  the  moft  incredulous  here 
vouchfafed  to  examine  the  exa<ft  Journal  I  had  made  of  thisftrange 
thing,  having  been  foliicited  to  make  it  by  one  of  our  Minifters  and 
Profcffors  of  Philoiophy,  who  wasfometlmes  prefent  at  the  D-po- 
fitionsl  received  from  time  to  time  about  it. 

Yefterday,  asl  told  you,  a  great  many  Ingenious  Men,  Minifters 
and  others,  came  to  my  Lodgings  to  Pnilofophife  upon  my  Journal,, 
but  1  don’t,  as  yet,  know  each  Man’s  particular  Sentiment,  they 
only  read  in  it  till  Supper  ti  ne  which  feparated.  us ;  folhac  they, 
had  not  time  enough  to  give  their  Opinions  concerning  it,  and  I 
doubt  whether  or  no  they  would  otherwife  have  had  fufficlcnt  time, 
fince  every  one.  would  have  been  defirous.  fully  to-fay  what  he  thought 
of  ir.  But  cur  Friend  Mr  .duCret  came  into  my  Chamber  about 
an  hour  ago,  and  told  me  that  at/length  all  that  before  doubted .  of 
the  truth  of  the  thing  and  our  Piiilofophers  left, my  Lodgings  in 
a  much  different  humor  from  what  they  were  in  when  they  came 
thither  •,  being  come,  fa;d  he,  to  fee  you  with  a  Spirit  of  Un¬ 
belief  and  in  a  defign  to  Criticize  and  confound  all  my  Proofs, 
but  that  indeed  they  returned  not  perfectly  peifwaded  of  the 
Miracle,  but  aftonifhed  and  amnz:d  at  the  great  many  Circum-- 
ftances  and  Proofs,  which  rendred  the.,  thing  almoft  altogether  un- 
queftionable. 

As  for  the  Gircumftanccs,  it  muft  be  confeffcd,  as  the  gre^ft 
part  of  r.hofe  Gentkmen  faid,  That  there  is  fomething  in  this  Story 
shat  at  firft  fight  feems  ridiculous  •  as  for  Example,  to  fee  two  or 
three  hundred  young  Prophets,,  like  Mufhromes,  fprir.g  up  all  in  a 
Night  *  to  fee  a  Man  in  his  right  fenfes,  and  who  thinks  of  nothing- 
lefs  than  Prophefyiug  ,  when  other  Prophets-  are  going  to 
Prifon  ,  withdrawing,  himfelf,.  in  the  Night-time,  from  an  A  Hem- 
bly  into  the  Mountains,  with  only  thofe.  of, his  own  Pai  fft,  oir 
a  fudden  to  fall  down  as  if  he  was  taken  with  the  Falling 
Sicknefs,  anJ  there  lie  fprawi’tng  upon  Snow  that  is  two  Fojt 
deep  upon  the  Ground,  til)  fuch  time  as  fome  one  lifts  1  im  up, 
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ami  lets  him  upon  bis  Breech  •,  then  with  his  Eyes  flint,  as  a  Man 
that  Beeps,  fail  a  Preaching  and  Prophefying,  not  at  all  confl- 
der  ng  that  the  Priefts,  that  with  his  Villains  had  diflipated  the 
Aliembly,will  inform  againft  them  all,  the  next  Day.  It  looks  like  a 
thing  only  fit  to  be  laughed  at  to  fee  Bonpar,  Ahz,rt  and  Taft alia, 
Three  Shepherds,  of  Eight,  Twenty  fix  and  Fifteen  Years  old, 
afiembled  und  holding  a  Confiltory  with  Sixty  Penitents  oa 
their  Knees ,  that  one  after  another  prelent  themfelves 
before  them  confefiing  their  fins ,  begging  pardon  of  God 
for  their  Apoftafie,  juft  as  thecuftom  is  here  at  Geneva.  (Bat,  fay 
they, with  much  more  zeal  and  fervor  than  they  had  done  here)  The 
Penitents  likewife  make  Coafeflions  of  other  particular  fins, 
according  as  the  Shepherds  think  fit  to  cite  them  •,  fuch  a 
one,  bemg  a  great  Blalphemer,  they  make  him  confefs  his  fins 
and  beg  Pardon  of  God.  Such  a  Woman  ,  as  has  been  fo 
many  times  at  Mafs  and  fo  often  Confefled  to  a  Prieft  fines 
they  fir  ft  preached,  and  whofe  Tears,  fay  they,  (  after  fin  has 
declared  her  Fault)  are  Tears  of  Hypocrifie  *,  Such  a  Woman 
that  has  lain  with  fuch  a  one,  who  after  having  denied  the  Fa<ft 
for  feme  time,  is  at  hit  obliged,  by  the  force  of  the  Proofs  thofe 
Children  produced,  to  confess  the  Fad,  and  is,  at  the  fame  time, 
contracted  to  her  Lover,  but  is  withal  prohibited  to  go  any  far¬ 
ther  for  a  time,  or  to  be  m dried  by  a  Rotniih  Prieft.  The  Pe¬ 
nitent,  fcandal-zed  at  your  incredulity,  will  tell  you,  Gentlemen, 
tf  you  hud  been  there ,  you  would  have  been  no  more  able  to  have 
concealed  your  felves  from  them  than  others  :  I  was  the  fecond  that 
came  before  them ,  but  l  believe  if  l  had  killed  my  Father  I  fhould 
have  confeffed  it  \  they  fpsak  to  you  with  as  great  Authority  as  a 
whole  Ceuocd  ajfembled.  The  Pemtenc  may  fay  what  he  pleafe  ; 
how  honeft  and  fiucere  foever  he  be,  Jc will  be  impoiTible  for  him 
to  alter  the  Ideas  Men  mult  needs  have  of  Market ,  Bonpar  and 
Pafcalin  met  in  Council  together. 

But,  Sir ,  it  mull:  needs  make  a  Man  fad,  when  one  afterwards 
fees  the  Prifons  of  Grenoble ,  of  Cret  and  of  Valence  full  of  thofe 
Preacher’,  of  all  Ages  .and  Sexes,  and  of  thofe  that  have  heard 
them  Preach,  of  what  Quality  or  Condition  foever  they  be*,  When 
one  fees  Barns  and  Farm  lioufes  pulled  down  or  burnt,  becanfe  thofe 
Children  have  preached  there,  and  all  that  Vat! y  full  of  Souldiers 
that  are  there  on  purpofc  to  mine  the  Inhabitants. 
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After  that,  one  cannot  but  examine  the  matter  of  Fad  with  more 
attention,  and  efpecially  when  one  fees  this  new  Perfection  word 
for  word  foretold  by  thefe  Children,  with  the  ftrongeft  and  livelieft 
Exhortations  to  continue  ftedfaft,  and  when  one  fees  that  two  of 
them  are  Arretted,  there  prefently  appear  fix  others, and  that  among 
thofe  that  heard  them  and  that  were  carried  to  Prifon,  there 
are  fome  that  before  they  came  thither  fall  down,  fall*  afleep,  and 
Prophefie. 

That  I  may  not  exceed  the  bounds  of  a  Letter,  I  mutt  declare 
to  you,  Sir,  That  as  for  what  1  have  already  faid,  and  for  what 
1  have  yet  to  fay,  there  (hall  be  nothing  that  has  not  been  proved 
by  what  credible  Perfons  have  either  faid  or  written  tome,  and 
that  has  not  been  examined  and  verified  in  my  Journal  by  all 
thofe  perfons  I  have  mentioned  to  you ;  this  is  neceflary  for  the 
brevity  I  intend.  I  will  now  enter  upon  the  bufinefs  with  fo'mething 
more  of  order.

Of  the  Preachers,  of  their  number,  of  the  manner  they  are  taken 
with  that  Diftcmper  which  makes  them  Jleep  and  Preach ,  and  of 
their  Perfecution. 

GEntlemen,  Merchants,  Phyficians,  Lawyers,  Tradefmen,  Hutt 
bandmen,  Men  and  Women,  1  mean  perfons  that  have  feen, 
and  who  are  all  worthy  to  be  believed,  unanimouflj  Depofe  con. 
terning  thefe  Preachers,  their  number,  and  the  manner  that  that 
Spirit  or  Diftcmper  fpreads  it  felf,  and  has  fucceflively  in« 

|  creafed  and  fprcad  it  felf  along  the  River  Dromme ,  and  in  the 

neighbouring  places  as  far  as  Lyvron  •,  I  might  here  bring  the  fe- 
veral  Proofs  1  have  in  my  Journal,  but  now  they  would  be  to 
i  no  purpofe  ,  becaufe  we  have  from  that  Country  others  of 

later  date.  Here  is  an  Extract  of  two  Letters,  which  will  be 
f  fufficient.

I  Have  feen  at  a  place ,  about  half  a  League  fom  Eft1?,  a  Boy  that 
preached  the  Eighth  and  the  Ninth  of  this  prefsnt  Month  of  J  tnuary 
as  he  was  afleep  *,  who  told  us  that  we  jhould  be  yet  Perfected  for  two 
Month  •,  that  if  we  had  repented  we  fhould  have  been  delivered  in 
September  lafi't,  that  we  jhould  hear  fame  of  our  Aiiniftcrs  in  May 
next  *,  that  unlef-  Bah l  repented^  its  Candlefiick.  jhould  be  taken  away  *, 
that  Bafil  jhould  betray  Geneva*,  that  the  Strangers  jhould  be  (hut  out 
and  Al.ifacred ;  that  Geneva  f hould  held  out  \  that  the  great  Men 
of  the  Earth  Jhould  affemkle  and  hold  a  Council  there  ;  that  there 
jhould  be  in  a  JJtort  time  great  Afemblies  on  the  Hills  on  both  fides  \ 
that  we  (houl  l  fee  our  Enemies  melt  away  like  Wax  before  the  fire% 
and  that  the  King  of  France  jhould  one  day  come  to  an  agreement 
with  the  Prince  of  Orange.  He  made  very  vehement  and  prong 
Exhortations  to  repentance.  There  is  a  little  Child ,  of  three  years 
old ,  has  hkcwfe  preached ,  and  about  two  hundred  Shepherds  and 
other  per  fans  of  all  ages  :  Mis  along  the  River  Dromme,  and  fome 
■places  near ,  that  this  preaching  is ,  and  it  communicates  it  felf  from 
one  place  to  another ;  it  extends  it  felf  as  far  as  Lyvron.  Some  of 
thefe  preachers  have  been  carried  to  Grenoble ,  others  are  cla.pt  in 
Prifon,  and  fearch  is  made  for  them  every  where.  A  Woman  that 
is  a  Papifr  and  married  to  a  Proteftant,  h  is  been  UkeWiJe  imprifoned , 
bccaufe  in  her  fleep  fie  had  fifty  preached  again f  going  to  Mtfs. 
1  have  been  told  lilgwife  that  there  a~e  of  thefe  People  about  Cadres. 
I  fiw  your  friend  the  other  day ,  he  fihites  yjk  *  one  of  his  Farmers  , 
his  Shepherd  and  bis  Boy,  about  five  or  fix  Leagues  from  Gret ,  are 
Preachers ,  and  are  now  in  Prifon. 

I  will  leave  the  Prophecies  till  laft,  and  only  pnrfne  the  Proofs 
of  thole  things  I  ftrft  laid  down,  namely  ot  the  Preachers,  their 
Number,  their  incresfing,  and  their  Peifecution, 
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An  Extraft  of  a  Letter  from  Mr .Cabons,  Dean  of  Valence, 
to  one  of  our  Acquaintance  of  22.  of  January  y  1689, 

. TV  AT#.  Bouchu  wili  be  here  in  a  fbort  time  to  judge  fome 

JLV 1  Proteflants  that  met  in  a  Farm  hoofs  that  belongs  to 
Mad.  de  Bais  at  Lyvron,  there  are  feven  or  eight  taken ,  and  a  little 
Ctrl  of  Laurie!,  vpho  preached  by  Prophecies  •,  She  is  now  in  the 
FJofpital  General  5  She  being  in  her  Bed,  with  the  Curtains  drawn 
about  her,  and  in  the  night  time ,  there  was  a  Man  under  the  Bolfter 
that  prompted  her  to  fay  what  (he  faid  :  She  was  eafily  brought  to 
confcfs  it.  There  is  a  great  Maid  that  pretends  to  the  fame  things 
that  is  likewife  arrefted ,  Air.  delaRe  f’cis  he  that  is  the  Com¬ 
mander  of  the  Troops  that  arc  in  thofe  parts  ]  began  to  pull 
down  the  F arm-honfe  of  Mad.  de  Bais,  but  at  the  intreaty  of  Mr.  dp 
la  Roche  he  has  difeonunusd . 

All  the  company  were  mighty  attentive  to  this  Letter,  which 
is  a  iolid  confirmation  of  thefe  Preachers,  of  their  increafing  and 
their  Perfecution ;  and  at  the  fame  time  difeovers  the  Impotlure 
the  Papilts  have  recourfe  to,  that  they  may  take  away  the  ad¬ 
vantages  they  believe  the  Protelfants  of  France  would  reap  from  fuch 
an  aftonifliing  Prodigy  ,  and  that  they  may  (hew  fome  pretext 
for  thofe  fe verities  they  exercife  again#  thofe  Innocents,  and 
thofe  that  thought  there  was  no  Crime  to  go  hear  fuch  extraordi¬ 
nary  Difcourfes,  and  again#  which  the  King’s  Declarations  had 
not  provided. 

’Tis  not  only  Mad.  de  Bais  that  they  have  fo  treated  *,  we 
have  been  informed  here  that  the  Barn  of  Mr.  de  CheiUne ,  near 
la  Motte ,  has  been  burnt,  and  the  reafons  of  thofe  proceedings 
again#  the  Barn  and  again#  the  hearers  of  thofe  Preachers 
were,  becaufe  Mr.  Arnaud  de  la  Motte  had  fent  for  Mr.  J alien 
from  Lauz.ane,  (  who  is  there  #ill )  to  preach  in  that  Barn  and 
other  places  thereabout,  where  thofe  Children  preach,  and  where 
Mr.  J  alien  has  formerly  preached. 

Methinks  I  have  brought  together  and  proved  a  great  many 
things  in  few  words:,  I  fuppofe,  Sir,  that  you  believe  that  T 
fay  nothing  but  the  l'ruth,  and  what  I  have  from  credible  per- 
fons.  .1  will  therefore  conclude  here  with  what  regards  the 

Preachers^ 
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Preachers,  their  number,  their  increafe,  their  Perfecuticnand 
the  Pretexts  the  Papith  make  ufe  of  to  perfecute  them,  with  a 
true  Defcription  of  their  Cruelties,  and  the  allarm  that  thefe  new 
Miilionaries  has  given  them. 

’  l  is  a  different  thing  to  examine  what  thefe  Preachings  and 
Prophecies  are,  and  from  whence  they  may  proceed.  As  for  the 
Preaching  and  Prophefying  I  will  treat  of  both  as  amply  as  I 
can  in  a  Letter  *,  but  to  determine  with  what  Spirit  thefe 
Preachers  are  polPeiTed,  whether  with  the  Spirit  of  God  or  yiiirh 
the  Devil,  whether  it  be  Art  or  Difeafe,  l  leave  it  to  wifer 
than  me  to  judge  5  or  if  1  fay  any  thing  of  it,  it  fhali  be  only  in 
alLdging  the  Effect  this  Prodigy  has  had  upon  the  Minds  of  Men. 

From  whence  thin  aftoniftiing  Prodigy  may  proceed, 

’Tis  a  thing  chat  1  can  affirm  to  be  true,  and  to  which  I 
made  all  the  company  agree,  that  generally  ail  thofe  whofe 
Teftimony  1  had  read  to  them,  as  well  Gentlemen  as- Merchants,- 
Trade-linen,  Piiyficians,  Lawyers,  Men  and  Women  that  had  feen 
and  heard  thefe  Prophets,  not  to  mention  the  Rabble  of  Peo¬ 
ple  ,  unanirooufly  Depofe ,  That  they  never  heard  fo  good 
Prayers ,  nor  more  lively  Exhortations,  accompanied  with  an 
Adion  (which  comprehends  the  Voice  and  the  Gcfture )  the 
molt  caking  in  the  World,  and  which  is  little  lefs  to  be  wonder’d 
at,  than  {lie  Prodigy  of  talking  whileft  afleep,  and  of  fpeaking 
Fi  ench  for  Men  that  have  never  fpoke  it  •,  that  all  thofe  People  won¬ 
der  when  they  are  asked  whether  they  have  prayed,  whether  they 
have  fnng  Pfalms  with  thofe  Preachers  r  and  doubt  no  more 
b  it  that  it  is  the  Holy  Ghcft,  than  if  they  had  a  particular 
Revelation  of  it  from  Heaven. 

’Tis  true  that  thofe  that  have  heard  a  great  many  of  them 
and  feveral  times,  make  a  great  diftindtion  betwixt  Inch  a  one 
and  fuch  a  one,  either  for  the  Language,  or  for  the  the  hinging 
of  the  Pfalms,  or  elfe  for  the  things  they  &1y ;  but  however  all 
tend  to  the  fame  end,  neither  the  one  nor'  the  other  of  them 
preaching  any  thing  but  what  is  Orthodox.  However  to  make 
this  more  clear,  1  will  as  briefly  as  poffibly  1  can,  let  you  fee 
the  Teftimony  of  fome  of  thofe  that  1  my  (elf  have  heard, 
of  others  whofe  original  Letters  1  have  tranferibed,  which  will 
farisfie  you  in  the  fuft  point  1  propofed ,  to  wst,  alter  what 
manner  thcji  preaching  is.  -•  •:  -  .  . .  . 
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The  Teftimony  of  one  Galand,  a  Carder  of  Wool,  drawn  from  his 
Depofitions  and  his  written  Relations  5  He  is  a  good  and  under- 
{landing  Alan,  well  inflruPled  in  his  Religion ,  and  acknowledged  to 
he  jo  by  a  great  many  perfons  of  ail  conditions  in  that  Town, 
He  was  the  firfi  that  fent  ns  word  of  the  firjl  number  of  fix 
Prophets  that  he  had  heard ,  and  of  one  or  two  more  that  he  had  heard 
of.  1  examined  him  fever al  days  one  after  another  ,  and  he  is 
now  among  ns  hone  ft  ly  working  at  his  Trade.  He  was  in  that 
Tally  the  T welfth  of  November  lafl.  Here  is  an  Abridgement  of 
his  De portions.

III.  That  as  fer  their  Language  in  Tinging  the  Pfalms  they 
were  very  ditferenr,  though  indeed  the  worft  fort  of  French 
was  above  their  capacity,  describing  them  to  me  to  be  fo 
poor,  fo  miserable ,  fo  ruftick,  that  nothing  could  be  more.

IV.  That  their  Sermons  were  not  as  Sermons  ordinarily  are, 
of  an  Exordium ,  Explication  and  Application  ( thefe  were  his 
proper  Terms  )  but  a  continuation  of  fine  Exhortations,  and 
all  as  a  long  and  perfwafive  Application  of  our  Minifies :  bur, 
Sir,  fays  he,  with  a  Voice  and  Adlion  fo  well  applied,  that 
twice  or  thrice  all  of  us  were  forced  to  weep.  Let  me  fee, 
faid  1  to  him  then,  How  have  you  collected  all  this  ?  Sir,  Laid 
he,  1  had  much  ado  to  follow  them,  becaufe  1  can’t  write  faff, 
fo  that  what  1  have  are  only  foine  pieces  feparated  one  from 
the  other,  having  loft  a  the  uland  admirable  things.  You  mult 
know,  Sir,  that  1  exactly  follow  the  exprefbons  of  my  Tradefnia-n, 

.  r  who 
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who  exprefics  himfdf  according  as  things  wrought  upon  him, 
and  the  belief  he  had  of  the  Miracle  :  You  fhall  fee  by  and  by 
how  Men  of  a  higher  degree  talk.  1  took  therefore  his  Journal, 
and  therein  the  Copy  of  one  of  thofe  Sermons  which  be¬ 
gins  thus : 

In  the  name  of  God>  &c.  Brethren  let  every  one  of  us,  cfc. 
Then  he  began  the  54.  Pfalm,  as  a  Minifler.  After  that  he 
prayed  as  follows  :  4  O  God  ,  whofe  Companions  are  with¬ 
out  number,  and  whofe  Mercies  are  infinite  i  We  thy  poor 
4  Creatures  by  thy  Grace  met  together  in  this  Place,  by  an  ex- 
4  traordinary  means  in  the  darknefs  of  the  night  and  in  a  linl* 
4  Houfe,  to  humble  ourfclves  before  thy  Face,  and  to  confefs 
‘to  thee  that  we  have  highly  <. ffended  thee.  We  pray  theeen- 
4  ter  not  into  an  Account  nor '  Judgment  with  us  *,  for  of  a 
4  rhoufand  Articles  we  fhould  not  be  able  to  anfwer  to  one. 
fcBut,  great  God,  there  is  Mercy  with  thee  that  thou  fhould’ft 
4  be  feared.  Lord,  thou  at  this  time  vouchlafelt  us  the  hearing 
4  of  thy  Voice,  in  an  extraordinary  manner  lending  us  thy  Hoiy 
‘  Spirit  by  the  Mouths  of  thy  Children  whilell  they  flcep.  Where- 
4  fore,  O  God,  teach  us  how  great  all  thy  wonders  are,  and

Then  without  taking  any  Text  he  legins  his  Exhortation  and  in 
thtfe  words ,  and  by  \Articles  ,  bccaufe  he  could  not  follow  the 
Preacher  in  writing  5  for  whileft  he  was  writing  one  [enter  *  $  he 
loft  fever.  l  others.  You  nuftt  k>mw  that  the  Shepherd  that  freshed 
was  not  above  thirteen  or  fourteen  years  of  age. 

Brethren,  here  vve  are  afiemhled  under  the  Protefti 
great  God,  to  confefs  our  fins  to  him,  which  iu.  k  f  ■  -i 
lo  many  •,  and  to  repent  us  ferionfly  for  our  ofttwf  : !  ■  t 
if  we  repent,  that  great  God  will  have  m  rev  o-  ..  •'  „ 

hath  plea  fed  that  great  God  to  make  ire  of  mvM ■■>  ah 
to  you  his  woid,he  hath  Pent  me  his  Ho’y  Spirit  i  h: 

Angels  to  guard  me  and  declare  to  rue  his  Will,  i  ;r ; 
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let  us  not  be  like  perverfe  Children,  who  when  their  Father  has 
beaten  them,  turn  their  Backs  *,  but  let  us  behave  our  Elves  as  good 
Children,  who  when  their  Father  has  beaten  them,  return  always 
to  him  and  ask  him  Pardon.  Art.  I  have  nothing  elfe  to  lay  to 
you,  only  that  we  muft  repent  *  for  if  we  do  not,  God  will  come 
in  his  Wrath,  and  exterminate  us  all.  Art.  Brethren,  you  will 
fee  gi eat  Signs  and  Wonders  ^  but  be  not  afraid,  for  God  w  ill 
give  to  ail  of  you  the  Courage  that  is  neceflary  for  you,  and  will 
keep  you  from  a!!  Danger.  Art.  When  Abraham  had  his  Hand 
lilted  up  to  facrifice  his  Son,  and  had  his  Knife  ready  to  Hay  him, 
’twas  told  him,  that  his  good  Intention  was  Efficient :  Brethren, 
let  us  do  like  him,  and  that  great  God  will  preferve  us  in  the 
greateft  Dangers.  Art -  Brethren,  we  have  Hwaies  apprehended 

rrore  the  Threats  of  Men  than  thofe  of  God  \  for  if  we  had  been 
afraid  of  Go  i,  what  has  happened  to  us  would  not  have  hap- 
ned,  ere.  j 

Add  to  this,  Sir,  Exhortations  to  the  Love  of  God  and  our 
Neighbour,  to  hold  outagainft  all  new  Perfecutions  that  may  hap¬ 
pen  hereafter  *,  Defcription  of  the  Romifli  Idolatry  •,  the  terrible 
Threatnings  they  make  againft:  thofe  that  participate  of  their  My- 
fteries,  and  all  this  by  various  Repetitions,  by  feveral  Pallages  of 
Scripture  *,  a  great  many  fliort  Prayers  and  elevations  of  the  Heart 
to  God,  in  which  he  craves,  and  that  very  pathetically  and  patly, 
the  Affiftance  of  God  for  his  Church,  for  its  delivery,  and  for  the 
ftrengthnirg  his  Ciildren  in  their  Combats,  &c.  And  then  you 
have  an  exadt  Idea  of  the  befl  of  their  Sermons  •,  for  that  from 
which  I  drew  this,  is  one  of  the  befl: :  And  the  others,  as  G aland  told 
me,  are  neither  fo  long,  nor  fo  good,  nor  in  fuch  Order  ■,  and  he 
nude  me  the  fame  Diltinftion  we  made  in  Prance  of  our  Preachers, 
who  all  fpoke  very  good  Things,  but  with  more  or  lefs  Grace  and 
Edification. 

If  G ahnd  has  made  a  faithful  Relation,  there  is  only  this  Doubt 
remaining:  Whether,  or  no,  they  have  not  been  taught  thefe 
things  by  their  Parents  ?  But  that  is  eafily  anfwered,  for  their  Pa¬ 
rents  are  almcfi;  as  ignorant  as  they.  But  other  People,  you  will . 
fay,  may  perhaps  have  under-hand  given  thefe  things  to  their  P<v 
rents,  to  teach  them  their  Children-  But  it  may  be  anfwered, 
That  they  mud  have  been  furnifhed  with  a  vafl:  Stock,  when  1  con- 
fider,  That  the  Memoirs  of  Galand  contain  alone  two  different 
Sermons  of  the  Line  Shepherd,  and  that  I  have  fecn  others  of  the 

fame' 
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ii me  Shepherd  (  whereof  I  (hall  make  mention  in  its  proper  Place  ) 
and  of  a  different  Style  adapted  to  the  Country  !  oiks  that  heard 
him.  They  molt  1  ike  wife  have  a  prodigious  Memory,  not  to  men¬ 
tion  their  Boldncfs,  their  Voices,  their  Gefts  and  their  finding  of 
Pfalms :  hut  all  this  remaining  undecided,  by  Reafon  of  the  D  ubts, 
which  from  time  to  time  are  raif  .d  about  it  all  this,  l  fav,  is  clear¬ 
ly  decided  by  the  lleeping  of  the  Preacher,  if  it  is  real  *,  now  that 
above  all  fee  ms  the  beft  confirmed  by  the  univerfal  Teftimony  of  all 
thofeof  our  Religion  that  have  heard  them:  And  it  is  yet  more 
dearly  evidenced  to  be  true,  by  the  folemn  Proof  that  was  made 
ofitbythe  Pupifts  themfdves,  at  Baron  Poet's,  and  by  the  ridi¬ 
culous  and  bafe  way  they  made  ufe  of  to  fpoil  the  Reputation  ofthe 
Huguenoi/s  Miracle,  nor  being  able  to  do  it  orherw ife. 

But  we  muff  do  more,  we  mult  prove  (if  G aland,  and  all  thofe 
that  have  reported  yet  more  than  G aland,  Men  worthy  to  be  be¬ 
lieved,  and  without  Reproach,  have  told  us  the  Truth  )  we  mufl 
prove,  I  fay,  that  thefe  Children  cannot  b t  fufpeded  to  have  been 
intruded  or  prompted,  and  that  by  certain  Parts  of  their  DiP 
courfe,  which  cannot  blit  proceed  from  the  Mind  ofthe  Preacher, 
and  from  a  Refledion  that  comes  juft  then  into  their  Heads.  Here 
is  an  Example  of  it  drawn  from  the  fame  Difcourfe,  the  beginning 
whereof  you  have  juft  now  had. 

After  that  the  number  of  thefe  Preachers  was  increafed,  thofe 
poor  People,  without  going  out  of  the  fame  Houfe,  made  thefe 
Children  ficep  by  turns.  Once  when  G aland  was  there,  and  when 
he  that  I  juft  now  fpoke  of  had  made  an  end  of  fpeaking,  he  told 
them:  Brethren ,•  it's  Midnight ,  1  will  repofe  my  felf  *,  there  is  another 
that  Jhall  preach  to  you  as  well  as  I  can.  There  was  then  another 
that  fpoke,  and  continued  till  dwas  Day.  Then  the  fame  B  y 
laid.  Brethren,  *tis  Day,  there  are  fome  that  are  already  gone  (  and 
it  was  true  )  you  that  are  yet  here ,  tarry  till  the  Rlefftng  of  God „ 
and  then  we  will  pray  ,  That  God  would  he  pleafed  to  prefervt  m 
not  only  this  Day,  but  all  the  Dates  that  he  is  pleafed  to  let  m 
remain  here  upon  the  Earth ,  as  likewife  to  give  us  the  Deltvt  a  ce 
which  he  has  promtfed  us  ,  but  we  mufl  pray  him  with  all  our  Hearts, 
for 3 its  not  to  be  doubted,  if  we  pray  him  as  we  ought ,  but  that  ht  Will 
hear  our  Prayers ,  and  then ,  Brethren ,  though  we  flould  meet  an  At  my 
of  Enemies  at  the  Door,  God  will  place  a  million  of  Angels  to  guard, 
yon  behind  and  before,  and  though  you  paffed  in  the  rnidfl  of  them ,  they 
flsould  not  fee  you .  Obferve  that  in  thefe  Words  he  feems  to  take 

notice. 
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notice  of  the  Fear  of  thofc  that  were  gone  away  before,  far  Fear, 
fays  G aland ,  of  being  furpnzed  and  acc.qfed  of  being  in  an  Aflem- 
bly,  to  which  thing  tike  wife  what  follows  feems  to  rdaie  to.  Keep 
your  Tongue,  don  t  communicate  to  year  Enemies  what  ym  have  heard, 
left  they  put  you  in  Troubles  \  but  make  it  known  to  our  Brethren ,  to  tbs 
end  they  may  be  comforted  ,  and  difpofe  the  mf elves  to  follow  Jefus 
Chrift  in  h;t  Sufferings,  and  that  we  all  enjoy  the  happmefs  if  his  Glory, 
which  G  id  grant  us. 

If  G aland  has  noc  invented,  methinks  this  feems  plainly  to  fhew, 
That  there  is  no  Artifice;  but  though  G 'aland  Ibould  have  lied, 

Mr . and  Mr.. . .  and  ....  who  have  all  reported  the  fame 

things  both  bv  Word  of  Mouth  and  in  Writing,  cannot  be  fo  much 
as  fufpetted  of  any  fuch  thing*,  and  they  all  confirm  the  Honefty 
and  Sincerity  of 'G  aland,  by  the  following  Teftimony.

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After  that  Defcription,  he  faics  of  the  Preachings  and  Exhorta¬ 
tions  of  the  Shepherdefs,  all  that  Galana  has  Paid  of  the  Shepherds, 
with  this  over  and  above,  That  he  examined  the  Eyes,  Pulfe,  the 
beating  cf.the  Heart  of  the  Shepherdefs,  five  different  Nights,  and 
faics,  Thac  notvvithffanding  the  Agitation  (he  is  in  all  the  Night, 
it-c  hasher  Pulfe  as  quiet  as  one  that  is  in  a  deep  fleep,  and  her 
Body  infenfible.  She  has  preached,  faies  he,  from  the  third  of 
February  to  the  twenty  eighth  of  May,  the  time  that  he  wrote, 
but  does  not  find  her  fell  the  leafi:  weary,  rifing  as  frefii  in  the 
Morning  as  if  fhc  had  neither  faid  nor  done  any  thing.  She  never 
opens  her  Eyes  in  fpeaking,  (lie  moves  her  Upper-Lip  a  little, 
without fcarce  moving  her  Chin,  and  fpeaks  in  a.  thriller  Tone  than 
when  Ihe  ordinarily  talk*.  Itfeems,  laies  he,  in  another  Remark, 
as  if  her  Voice  went  no  farther  than  her  Throat.  And  as  for  her 
Exhortations,  he  faies.  They  are  the  mod  taking  things  in  the 
World,  with  as  much  Eloquence  and  'Energy  as  can  he  imagined, 
and  in  as  good  Terms.  Indeed,  fometimes  you  would  think  that 
Terms  and  Thoughts  failed  her,  but  in  a  little  time  Ihe  reaffumes 
both  the  Word  and  the  thing  with  an  admirable  Continuation : 
There  are  only,  as  1  have  faid-,  lome  Places  where  the  Phrafedoes 
not  feetn  natural,  taking  one  Tenfe  for  another,  but  all  that  after 
the  manner  I  have  laid.  The  Remarks  of  that  Honeft  Man  would 
be  diffident  to  fill  a  Volume,  faying  as  Galandd ocs,  That  fhe  can¬ 
not  be  followed  in  Writing,  and  thac  one  can  only  write  the  eflen- 
tiol  things.  I  fhall  Ipeak  again  of  that  honeft  Man,  when  1  fpeak  of 
Prophecies. 

I  will  only  fay,  That  having  caufcd  the  Merchant,  my  Neigh¬ 
bour,  to  write  icveral  times,  to  know  of  Mr.  ..  .  his  Friend, 
Whether  he  faw  nothing  of  that  which  the  Shepherdefs  had  foretold 
of  thofe  that  were  to  follow  her  i  he  never  anfwcred  any  thing. 
But  that  it  was  faid,  that  there  was  a  Child  of  eight  Years  old  thac 
had  begun  to  preach  at  Mid- fummer, but  that  the  Parents  concealed 
him  :  He  has  fince  fent  Word  to  his  Friend,  That  the  reafon  why 
he  had  negle<fted  to  go  fee  thofe  firff,  was,  becaufe  he  thought  thac 
it  had  been  only  a  falfe  Imitation  of  the  Shepherdefs  ;  but  that 
at  prefent  ’twas  onotherguife  thing,  and  that  in  a  fhort  time  he 
would  entertain  him  with  it  5  and  in  the  mean  time  charged  G aland, 
who  went  to  fee  him  before  he  came  away,  To  la-lute  his  Friend 
from  him,  and  communicate  his  Colleftion  to  him.  All  which 
makes  much  for  Galand,  who  indeed  has  a  hundred  times  more 

C  Teftimonics 
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Teftiraonies  than  he  needs :  But  here  is  a  Letter  from  that  fame 
Gentleman,  which  begins  to  Ihew  the  Propagation  and  Increafc  of 
thefe  Prophets. 


The  Letter  of  Mr,  N.  of  the  Month  of  December,  1688. 

THere  are  about  twenty  five  or  thirty  of  thefe  Mifiionaries  fent 
of  God  to  preach  Repentance  ^  ’tis  not  to  be  imagined  what 
powerful  Exhortations  they  make.  The  moft  part  of  them  are 
altogether  ignorant :  There  are  of  them  from  eight  Years  old  to 
fixty  five.  Ic  oftentimes  happens  That  in  the  Meetings  that  are  in 
the  Villages,  in  the  Night,  to  break  Wall- Nuts,  fome  one  that  has 
not  preached  at  all  falls  down  on  a  fuddain  in  a  Sleep,  and  then 
being  thrown  upon  the  Bed,  prefently  begins  to  preach,  ’Tis  a 
wonderful  and  an  edifying  thing  to  fee  how  the  Spirit  of  God  is  fo 
generally  poured  out  upon  fo  many  different  Perfons,  and  in  fuch 
fort,  that  it  can  no  longer  be  concealed-  I  juft  now  heard  from 
very  credible  Perfons,  That  laft  Thurfday  the  Baron  of  Poet  and 
Mr.  S.  /Uidioly  Father  and  Son,  the  Curate  of  Poet ,  or  rather  his 
Nephew,  and  feycral  other  Papifts,  fent  for  four  of  thefe  Chil¬ 
dren,  and  that  they  heard  them  whilft  they  were  afleep  in  theCaftle 
of  Poet :  They  were  all  terribly  aftonifhed  at  it.  The  Baron  of 
j Poet  wept,  lifting  up  and  holding  one  of  thofe  Children  in  his 
Arms,  and  told  the  poor  People  to  have  no  Meeting  in  the  N:ght, 
The  Curate  of  Bordeaux  was  likewife  there,  who  prefied  the 
Finger,  and  forely  prick’d  a  young  Maid  of  fourteen  Years  old^ 
who  notwithftanding  felt  nothing  of  it :  And  he  asked  her  likewife, 
Whether  fhe  knew  him  ?  She  aniwered,  That  he  was  Mr.  Brun. 
1  cannot  tell  you  all  the  Story,  thePoft  is  going  away  :  The  thing 
is  now  publick,  and  when  thefe  Children  are  told,  They  fhal)  be 
hanged,  they  arc  not  at  all  afraid,  and  anfwer,  That  it  is  but  a  lit¬ 
tle  Harm  for  a  greater  Benefit. 

Methinks  there  is  enough  to  prove  the  Sentiment  of  thofe 
that,  have  heard  thefe  Children,  in  confirming  what  I  have 
laid  down  concerning  the  Preachers,  the  Number  of  them 
and;  their  Incieafc :  Yet,  notwithftanding  the  low  Condition  I 

ant. 
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am  in,  having  kept  my  Bed  cr  my  Chamber  thefe  fifteen 
Daies  by  rcafon  of  ray  accuftomed  Rheum,  I  muft  fend  you 
the  Teftimonies  of  thole  that  1  have  particularly  diftinguilhed 
from  the  reft.  You  have  already  heard  a  Carder  of  Wool 
and  a  Phyficiaa*,  I  produce  you  now  a  Lawyer,  an  able  Man 
in  his  Profeffion,  and  of  great  Repute,  and  befidesnot  Credulous, 
and  a  Philofopher. 


An  Extratf  of  a  Letter  from  Mr. .  . .  Lawyer  of  ... .  of 
the  Month  of  December.  Whereas  ’ tis  more  necejfary 
than  ever  to  take  Care  of expo png  Men  in  pub  lick  Writings, 
I  have  fuppreffed  both  the  Dates  and  Places. 

PRay  likewife  tell  Mr....  C ’tis  a  Perfon  whom  this  Lawyer  par¬ 
ticularly  rcfpe&s  )  that  we  have  at  prefent  in  his  Houfe  one 
of  thofe  young  Shepherds,  on  whom  God  hath  poured  out  his  Spi¬ 
rit,  and  that  all  your  P.iftors  and  Teachers  make  no  Exhortations 
fo  lively,  fo  taking,  fo  powerful,  as  thole  we  have  heard  from  the 
Mouths  of  thefe  Children.  We  muft  a  little  examine  this,  but 
that  cannot  be  fo  loon  for  we  have  as  yet  the  found  of  that  Voice 
in  our  Ears,  it  having  but  juft  now  ceal'cd  :  ’Tis  here  the  Houfe  of 
Obed  Edow. 

After  the  Lawyer,  let  us  hear  an  Apothecary,  according  to  the 
Time  things  hapned.  < 
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The  Teflintony  of  ont  Grevier,  An  apothecary  of  Bourdearx.  ’Tw  a 
young  Man  betwixt  twenty  five  and  twenty  eight  Tears  of  Age,  Son 
to  a  Merchant  of  the  aforefaid  Place ,  and  who  was  both  Apothecary 
and  Surgeon,  and  prattifed  not  only  at  Bordeaux,  but  likcwife  in  the 
neighbouring’  f^illares  Mornans  and  Sceles,  from  whence  came  out 
the  firfi  Swarm  of  Prophets,  All  People  of  that  Country ,  and  there 
are  here  of  all  Conditions  and  Qualities,  know  him  very  well ,  and 
look  upon  him  as  an  hone fi  Fellow  :  But  the  heft  Tefiimony  of  him  is, 
That  a  Terfon  of  jQjuhty,  a  Kefugi6  here  in  this  Town,  having 
written  to  a  Learned  and  Famous  Alan  in  his  Profeffion ,  to  defire 
him  to  inform  him  concerning  thefe  Prophets  *,  he  wrote  him  only  this 
Anfwer ,  That  he  would  diredt  trim  to  a  Co!le<ftion  this  Grevier 
had  made  concerning  thefe  Prophets,  confiding  almoft  of  a 
Qeire  of  Paper1,  thinking  that  it  was  fujficient,  having  firfi  read 
and  examined  the  forefaid  CollePlion.  1  have  heard  it  feveral  timery 
and  likewife  in  the  prefence  of  our  Air.  Legier,  Pafior ,  and  Profijf.r 
of  Philofophy. 

I.  TTE  faies  the  fame  things  as  Ga.la.nd and  the  other  fay,  but  he 
Xi  adds  other  Circumftances. 

Concerning  their  Sleep,  ’ds  he  that  firfi  gave  occafion  of  that 
Commentary  upon  the  Sicknefs  far  fifteen  Daics  before  the  Mi¬ 
racle  or  pretended  Infpiration  y  but  he  only  faies,  That  being  one 
Day  called  to  let  a  Child  Blood  of  about  eight  Years  old,  whofe 
Eyes  were  nil  as  red  as  Blood,  the  poor  People  faid  to  him.  That 
they  thought  it  might  be  a  preparation  to  the  other  Diftemper, 
(for  fp  they  call  the  Infpiration  of  thofe  Children,  and  the  manner 
that  thefe  Children  have  of  fpeaking  in  their  Sleep  )  and  indeed. 
Tales  he,  three  Daies after  he  fell  afTep  and  preached. 

’Pray  by  the  way  take  notice,  that  Galand  faies,  concerning  their 
Beeping,  Tnatoneof  thofe  Maids,  of  about  eleven  Years  of  Age,, 
which  prophefied  whilft:  he  was  byy  faid,  Tnat  before  fhe  fell 
afleep,  (lie  felt  fomething,  which  by  little  and  little  came  up  from 
her  Feet  to  her  Tnroat,  where  when  it  was,  Sleep  took  her,  and  fhe 
felt  no  more  of  ir. 

Grevier  adds,  That  if  thofe  Children  fhculd  be  hindred  from 
fpeaking  when  they  fleep,  efpecially  the  little  one",  that  are  not 
able  to  fuppore  the  Spirit  that  moves  them,  they  would  fufier 

for 
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for  it  •  and  faies ,  That  once  fome  having  put  to  fleep  nine  of  them 
together,  who  fpoke  by  turns,  anfwcrirrg  to  one  another?  Exhor¬ 
tations,  there  was  a  little  Child  of  eight  Years  old,  that  fcemed 
mightily  tormented,  and  that  called  out  for  his  Mother,  praying 
her,  for  God’s  fake,  to  wake  him,  becaufe  he  could  not  hinder 
himfelf  from  lpeaking,  and  his  Mother  being  not  prefent,  he  cried 
out,  OEternal,  wake  me.  Such  are  the  Comments  and  RefleCti* 
ons  of  thofe  People,  according  to  their  Capacities,  and  ftrch 
doubtful  things  are  reported  by  them,  yet  there  appears  like  wife 
much  Sincerity. 

II.  At  that  very  Time  that  Grevitr  came  away,  he  obferves  an 
Increale  of  more  tnan  eighty  Preachers  •,  and  he  remarks,  That  in 
one  Day  there  fell  twelve,  at  once,  at  Bcf.aiditn,  a  neighbouring 
Village,  where  there  had  never  been  any  before,  and  tb?t  he  had 

the  Curiofity  to  go  fee  them,  two  Daies  before  his  Departure. 
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III.  He  faies,  as  others  do,  That  it  is  impofiible  there  fhould  be 
any  thing  more  perfuafive  or  taking  than  what  they  fay  :  His  Col¬ 
lection  is  made  up  of  different  Sentences,  that  he  took  fometimes 
from  one,  fometimes  from  another,  afiembled  or  elfe  in  private: 
He  obferves,  That  thereare  fome  thar  fpeak  far  worfe  than  others, 
that  make  fometimes  horrid  Barbarifms :  He  is  fo  knowing,  as  to 
teil  us  that  that  follows  the  Difpofition  of  the  Organs,  and  the 
more  or  lefs  Wit  they  have. 

I  cannot  but  take  notice  here,  what  our  Phyfician  faies  in  one  of 

his  Letters .  Such  Trouble  has  this  Spirit  given  others  (fpeak- 

ing  into  what  amazement  the  Shepherdefs  put  the  lntendant,  the 
Bilhop  and  the  Judges  of  the  Place  )  but  1  believe  a  Man  muff:  be 
perfectly  reprobate,  not  to  be  moved  at  the  lively  Exhortations 
of  this  Spirit,  and  that  after  the  hearing  of  it  a  Man  can  no  longer 
be  wicked,  nor  continue  in  the  Exercife  of  a  falfe  Worffiip:  1  ve- 
rily  believe,  That  ’tis  a  Spirit  come  from  the  Father  of  Li  ghr,  that 
has  been  poured  cut  upon  the  Mind  of  this  Maid,  or  rather  united 
to  her  Body,  to  preach,  by  her  Organs,  to  Sinners,  the  Remiffion 
of  their  Sins,  if  they  repent  \  and  though  this  Spirit  does  Repro¬ 
duce  Sentiments  df  any  Superlative  Sublimity,  yet  it  faies  enough 
in  refpeCt  of  the  Soul  and  Body  that  it  organizes.  You  know 
there  are  diverfity  of  Spirits. 


After 
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After  fiich  authentick  Confeffions,  I  will  fay  fomething  hereafter 
concerning  the  Place  where  thefe  People  live. 

IV  This  Grenier  is  one  of  the  Penitents  whereof  I  have  alrea¬ 
dy  fpoken  :  I  have  here  taken  out  of  his  Memoirs,  the  Form  they 
make  ufe  of,  in  receiving  Perfons  for  having  abjured  their  Religi¬ 
on.  When  the  Penitent  is  come  before  them,  they  adjure  him 
from  God,  to  tell.  How  many  Times  he  has  been  at  Mafs,  and 
thereupon  they  lay  before  him  the  greacnefs  of  that  Sin  *,  then  the 
Penitent  kneeling  down,  they  make  him  fay  thefe  Words,  Lord, 
Lord ,  I  cry  to  thee  for  Grace  and  Mercy ,  he  thou  p leafed ,  O  great 
God ,  to  pardon  me  all  the  Sins  that  I  have  committed  from  the  Day 
that  I  was  horn  to  this  prefent  Hour,  and  particularly  [or  having  re - 
nonneed  thy  Holy  Truth ,  and  grant  that  I  may  he  received  into  thy  Holy 
Paradife.  Tnen  the  Ch;ld  that  (peaks,  faies,  God  grant  you  your 
Defire.  But  as  for  the  Remonflrance  that  they  make  concerning 
that  Sinfcand  the  enormity  of  it,  and  the  Threats  they  pronounce 
againfl  thole  that  (hall  return  thereunto,  Thar,  faics  Grevier , 
cannot  be  exprefled,  alwaies  adding  thefe  Words  at  the  lafl;  You 
have  firmed  againfl  the  Father,  you  have  finned  againfl  the  Son  \ 
take  heed  of  finning  againfl  the  Holy  Ghoft,  for  God  will  pardon 
you  no  more. 


The  Tefiimony  of  Mr . 'tis  fuffeient,  Sir ,  to  marl^you  out  this 

Witnefs ,  by  the  admiration  you  had  of  what  he  has  lately  done ,  after 
the  powerful  Perfuaftons ,  which  as  he  told  all  People  here ,  hie  had 
received  from  one  of  thofe  Shepherds  *,  which  will  likewife  fnffice  to 
jufiife  that  Shepherd  and  his  Comer ades  from  the  Reproach  that  might 
he  made  them ,  That  they  are  Infiruments  of  the  Devil  for  the  retaining 
of  fome  in  France,  which  unlefs  they  had  promifed  a  fpeedy  1  t  livf 
ranee ,  wo.ild  have  come  out  of  it. 

I.  T  Think  there  ought  to  be  made  a  great  Difference  of  thofe 
JL  that  have  remained  in  France :  fome  tarry  there,  becaufe’tis 
their  Hearts  Defirc  to  do  lb;  others,  becaufe  their  Affiirs  hinder 
them  from  leaving  it  \  others  aft  according  to  the  different  Light 
God  may  have  given  them  :  But  in  whatever  I  have  read  concern¬ 
ing  thefe  Prophets,  I  alwaies  found  that  they  conftantly  perluaded 
their  Hearers  to  corn?  out  of  Babylon,  and  that  they  made  terrible

that  Trophefte  and  breach  in  their  Sleep •  i  p 

Declarations  againft  thofe  that  returned  after  they  were  once  got 
out  of  it  5  the  only  thing  that  has  retained  thofe  that  had  defigned 
to  leave  ir,  was  becaufe  the  Papifts  every  where  defifted  from  th  :ir 
ufual  Rigour,  in  refp:<ft  of  Worfhip,  lb  thatthefe  Shepherds  have 
preperly  preached  as  to  Men  that  are  under  Perfecutionjbut  with  the 
inoft  terrible  Threats  in  the  World  againft  thofe  that  fhould  return 
to  the  MaTs,  and  into  Idolatrous  Temples.  Advertizing  them, 
That  they  fliould  undergo  other  Pcrfecutions,  againft  which  they 
ought  to  prepare  themfelves  betimes  •,  you  have  but  to  lee  concern¬ 
ing  it  the  Abridgment,  that  has  been  coliedled  by  Mr . and 

his  Friends,  who  are  Philolophers  and  ingenious  Men,  of  a  Sermon 
of  one  of  thofe  Children.  1  thought  that  Mr . had  exagge¬ 

rated  things  to  you  as  to  that  Matter ;  but  this  Relation  being 
come,  our  Wits  muft  hold  their  Tongues,  they  muft  now  confefs 
that  they  are  amazed,  and  that  they  are  reduced  to  chufc  either  the 
Spirit  of  God  or  of  the  Devil,  there  being  nothing  of  Cheat,  or 
of  the  contagions  Diftempers  of  the  imagination ,  according  t (^Father 
Malebranche ,  to  be  admitted  in  this  prefent  Cafe. 

Mr .  and  his  Relation  informs  us,  That  he  hath  feen  a  Shep¬ 

herd  of  fourteen  Years  of  Age,  fp:?king  whilft  he  was  a  fkep, 
fpeaking  French  almoft  as  well  as  any  of  His  Auditors,  dinging  the 
Pfalms  as  a  Man  of  thirty ,  that  underftood  Mufick,  and  hav¬ 
ing  a  Tone  of  Voice,  and  an  Adlion  anfwerable  to  the  reft  of 
the  Prodigy. 

The  Shepherd,  in  all  his  Sermon,  feems  precife! T  to  fpeak  to 
his  Auditors,  he  has  not  to  do  now  with  Country  Fellows,  but 
with  a  confiderable  Gentleman,  with  a  Merchant  that  is  an  inge¬ 
nious  Man,  and  with  two  Philofophers,  not  being  in  my  Power 
to  deferibe  thefe  People  to  you  otherwife. 

He  began,  faies  the  Relation,  with  the  Consideration  of  the 
weaknefs  of  Man  •,  and  enlarged  bis  Difcourfe  in  good  Exprcffionsr 
about  Vice:  After  that  he  laid,  directing  himfcil  to  God  with  a 
great  deal  of  Zeal  and  Fervor,  ( ’tis  what  Mr.  ....  bids  us  ob- 
lerve  in  this  Relation,  the  Pieces  whereof  don’t  expreft  what  he 
meant  )  Lord  put  away- from  ns  the  ftinking  Dttft  of  we  are  rut 
Duft  and  /f(he'y  and  to  Du  ft  [hall  w?  return.  O  God  ftrehgthen  ns  by 
thy  great  Mercy ;  O  Eternal  ftretch  out  thy  Hand  to  f»ccoh r  us.,  left  we 
fall  again  into  Temptation. 
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Thefe  are  Articles  or  fiver al  interrupted  pieces  of  the  Sermon,  bang  only 
fome  fintences  of  it  taken  here  and  there. 

Rejoice,  Brethren,  that  God  has  fent  you  a  little  Candle  to 
light  you,  make  ufe  of  it,  repent  ye  ,  and  take  heed  left  the 
Rod  of  ha  turn  againft  you.  Pray  to  God  with  all  your 
Hearts,  and  mend  your  Lives.  God  fays  in  his  Scriptures,  l 
will  pour  out  my  Spirit  upon  all  flefti,  and  the  re}}  of  the 
PaJfijre.  Jacob's  Ladder  was  neither  of  Wood  nor  of  Scone, 
but  of  Prayer  and  Supplication  y  God  has  taken  away  his 
Candleftick  from  you,  Seek.  and  you  frail  find ,  knock  and  it  frail 
be  opened  unto  yon.

Some  of  our  Dnftors  found  fimething  extraordinary  and  very 

firong  in  this  Article.  I  p-ifs  ever  fome  to  be  frort ,  and  mention 
only  tbofe  that  are  precifeiy  to  the  purpofe ,  though  all  the  ref}  is 
equally  goodj  whether  it  be  when  he  fpeaks  of  the  caufc  of  the  de¬ 
finition  of  our  Churches ,  or  whether  it  be  when  he  promifes  us  the  re- 
efiablifhment  of  them  in  cafe  we  repent. 

Brethren,  is  it  not  a  ftrange  t  ing  that  you,  who  have  pro- 
mited  to  follow  Jefus  Chrift,  fhould  have  renounced  him  for 
the  fake  of  a  little  fpot  of  Ground  ?  (  He  fpeaks  no  more  to 
Country  Folks  )  He  who  fhed  the  laft  drop  of  his  Blood  for  you? 
Don’c  trouble  your  felves  in  heaping  up  earthly  riches*,  but  lay 
up  Treafures  where  the  Moth  and  Ruft  do  not  corrupt. 

The  Scripture  tells  you.  Be  not  furprifed  when  you  fee  your 
felves  under  Perfccution  for  my  name’s  lake  *,  Pray  God  heartily, 
the  Devil  is  about  to  be  (hut  up  in  the  midft  of  Hell. 

1  muft  fpeak  freely  to  you,  I  have  not  the  Wit  to  fay  all  thefe 
things,  but *cis  God  that  fpeaks  by  me:  fince  your  riches  have 
ruined,  it  muft  be  by  your  Prayers  that  you  muft  redeem  your 
felves  *,  and  what  are  ye  afraid  of  for  a  little  wealth  ?  Be 
afraid  of  nothing  though  you  were  to  die  :  Happy  are  they  that 
die  in  the  Lord ,  for  they  refi  from  their  labours .  Hardn’d,  Stubborn, 
Bhnd  Aden  that  wc  are!  We  harken  not  to  the  Voice  of  God, 
and  we  put  no  confidence  in  bis  promife  :  Read  the  68.  Pfalm, 
Let  Cod arife,  &C. 
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The  way  of  Paradife  is  a  ftreigbt  way,  it  is  no  larger  than 
a  Hair,  and  as  fine  5  the  faithful  only  tan  walk  therein,  there* 
is  no  entering  into  it  for  thofe  that  are  loaden  with  (ins  ^  But  the 
way  to  Hell  is  large  and  fpacious ,  there  is  a  high  Road 
thither. 

One  of  our  Diflors,  becaufe  one  of  the  company  wonder'd  at  that 
comparifon ,  fatisfed  him  with  that  of  the  Camel  faffing  through  the 
eye  of  a  Needle ,  and  brought  on  the  fame  or  the  like  occaftoti .  ' 

It  has  been  told  us.  That  in  the  laft  times  many  (hall  fall 
away  from  the  Faith,  and  we  fee  it  wow  but  too  much ,  and 
above  all  when  we  fee  thofe  bafe  Souls,  who  after  having  been 
gone  and  partaken  of  the  Blood  of  the 'Lamb,  afterwards  come 
back  and  plunge  themfelvcs  into  the  Abyfs  of  Corruption  and 
Filchinefs.  ;  •  5  v  -  . 

M  is  a  long  time  fince  you,  who  are  here  prefent,  have  been 
at  Mafs,  but  I  am  afraid  the  firft  Perfection  will  make  yod 
return  thither  again  \  But  be  fure  not  to  do  it,  fuffer  your 
felves  rather  to  be  cut  in  pieces,  fuffer  your  felves  rather  to  be 
brought  to  the  Block,  than  return  thither  again  :  Lord  have  pity 
on  thefe  poor  finners,  O  Eternal  flrengthen  them  by  thy  Grace. 

Jefus  Chrift  has  poured  out  all  his  Blood  for  us,  and  w$ 
can’t  endure  the  prick  of  a  Pin  :  fear  not  Men,  who  can  only 
kill  the  Body  ,  but  fear  God  that  can  deftroy  both  Soul,  and 
Body  (and  concerning  that,  fays  the  Relation,)  He  cited  the 
j.  and  2.  Verfes  of  the  146.  Pfalm,  and  continued  to  the  begin¬ 
ning  .of  the  3.  Verfei  Brethren,  Princes  have  no  power  over 
your  Souls,  &c.  and. he  fpoke  a  great  deal  thereon. 

SpeakiDg  of  thofe  that  had  fold  their  Children  for  Mony, 
he  faith,  They  have  fold  their  Children  and  made  an  Offering 
unto  Idols,  as  the  j  06.  Pfalm  mentions.  But  God  (hall  redeem 
the  Children,  and  their  Fathers  fhall  periftv:

I  believe,  Sir,  here  is  enough  to  fhew  what  effeft  thefe  Shep¬ 
herds  have  produced  not  only  amongft  the  common  People,  but 
amongft  all  forts  of  Men,  even  the  moft  underftanding,  there 
being  no  one  that  has  ever  written  or  fpoken  any  thing  con¬ 
trary  to  what  I  have  here  mentioned  5  which  I  defire  otir  fmaH 
Affembly  to  take  notice  of.  Whereupon  fome  of  thofe  that 

had  heard  what  Mr . had  faid,  reported  that  ’twas  really 

impoffible  to  fee  a  Man  more  touched  or  perfwaded  of  the 
*  r D  thing 
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thing  than  he  was,  being  to  that  degree,  that  fpeaking  to  ow 
chkfeft  Dodlors  here,  he  told>  them  ^  You  may  fay,  Gentle¬ 
men,  what  you  pleafe,  but  if  you  heard  thofe  Children,  you 
would  be  j.uft  as  thofe  that  have  heard  them,  there  is  no  pot- 
fibilicy  of  refilling.  1  know  what  you  fay  concerning  the  be¬ 
lief  we  had  of  the  Miracle  before  hand,  concerning  our  fad  con¬ 
dition  in  France,  concerning  the  novelty  of  the  matter  of  Fadt  y 
All  this  might  caufe  an  admiration,  and  allonilhment,  but  there, 
is  more  than  that:  For.  to  tell  you  the  truth,  you  mull  know 
that  for  an  hour  and  a  half,  we  wept  every  one  of  us  like  fo. 
many  Children. 

*  Tis  time  now  to  come  to  their  Prophecies,  but  I  mull  firft  fay 
a  word  or  two  concerning  the  Fall  that  the  firll  Company  of; 
Prophets  ordained,  all  of that  V ally,  the  25th  of  November  laiT 
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I Copeieiming  the  Faft  ordaaned>by  thefc  Children.

Twas  about  the  Tenth  or  Twelfth  of  November  that  they  named 
the  Day  for  the  Fall,  and  this  is  that  which  GWW  has  collected 
of  what  one  of  the  Shepherds  faid,  afeer  having  finilhed  his  Ex¬ 
hortations,  by  this  comparifon  \  *Tis  to  no  purpafe ,  Brethren,  t* 
sxcufe  our  felve ;  as  Adam,  faying.  The  woman  that-  thou  haft  give* 
me  made  me  do  it9  and  to  cover  our  ft  Ives  with  Fig-tree-leaves  *,  for 
there  is  nothing  bid  from  the  eyes  of  the  Brerrtal ,  &  c.  Tou  are-  unclean 
continued  he,  from  the  foal  of  the  foot  to  the  crown  of  the  head-,,  and 
therefore  you  mu  ft  make  a  folemn  Fa  ft  on  the  25  th  of  this  Month 
of  November,  and  you  muft  celebrate  it  as  it  ought,  to  be,  whether 
in  general  or  particular.  If  you  cannot  meet  together  ,  do  it  in 
your  Houfes  reading  of  Sermons  and  Chapters  of  the  Holy  Bible  fuch 
as  l  frail  mention  to  you  3  to  wit,  Eight  Chapters  §f  the.  Revelations, 
the  6,  7,  8,  11,  12,  14,  15,  21.  Nine  Pfalms,  the  137,  42, 
51,  38,  69,  29,  23,  46,  64.  Four  Chapters  of  the  Gofpel  accord¬ 
ing  to  St.  ]ohn,  the  6,  7,  17-)  19,  Eleven  Chapters  of  Si  Mat¬ 
thew,  the  ll*  24,  25,  17*  IO,  I  i,  13,  14,  3,  4,  28.  and  don  t 
make  any  bo  aft  of  it,  keeping  your  Doors  (but,  becaufean  unbeliever 
may  enter  in  and  force  you-  to  eat ;  I  tell  you  once  more  not  to  bo«  ft 
vf  this  Faft,  all  your  other  F aft s  have  availed  you  nothing,  let  us 
endeavour  by  this  to  difarm .  that,  great  God ,  and  let  it  be  accompanied 
with  Braytrand  .Charity, 

Pray,. 
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Pray  take  notice  that  this  Faft  was  exactly  obferved,  andalmoffc 
at  the  lame  time  that  there  was  a  Fait  in  SwfferUnd  and  Geneva, 
this  laft  being  on  the  22.  of  November.  I  leave  to  the  learned  to 
examine  the  diftribution  of  the  Chapter,  defirieg  them  to  re¬ 
member  that  the  Shepherd  had  to  do  with  Men  that  read  only  the 
New  Teftament ;  and  ’twas  much  if  they  had  any  to  read. 


Concerning  their  Prophecies . 

I  find  my  felf  fo  weary  and  fo  fpent  with  attention,  that  I 
have  of  neceflky  had  for  folong  a  Letter,  that  I  willlhorten  this 
Chapter  as  much  as  I  can.  We  muft  diftirgoi/h  firft  betwixt  the 
Predictions  of  thefe  Children  that  relate  to  particular  things, 
and  the  Predictions  that  regard  the  Church  in  general. 


Concerning  particular  Predictions • 

The  Prediction  of  the  Shepherdefs,  concerning  thofe  that  were 
to  fpeak  after  her,  feems  to  me  the  moft  confiderable  5  becaufe, 
in  my  opinion,  ’cis  accomplilhed,  and  becaufe  I  had  recorded 

it  in  July  laft.  Mr . our  Phyfician,  fays,  That  the  People 

of  that  Vally  had  allured  him,  that  fhe  had  foretold  a  great  many 
things  that  were  pajfed.  That  term  which  I  thought  Equivocal, 
feems  to  relate  to  things  that  (he  ftiould  have  divined,  but  in  the 

Idiom  of  the  Country,  it  likewife  means  happened.  Mr . 

Reports,  That  being  once  upon  the  Bed  by  the  Shepherdefs 
minding  her  Eyes,  Mouth  and  Pulfe,  it  happened  that  Ihe  faid 
that  lome  People  (hould  be  awaked  that  flept ,  and  thofe 
People  were  direCtly  behind  the  Shepherdefies  Bed.  There  came 
fomething  late,  from  a  certain  neighbouring  Village,  a  Man 
that  was  defirous  to  hear  that  Maid,  and  juft  as  he  was  come  to 
the  Houfe,  the  Shepherdefs  told  it,  faying,  There  is  fuch  a  one 
that  arrives ,  he  if  a  good  Man ,  let  him  come  in •  And  the  Man 

happened  to  be  juft  then  at  the  Door.  Mr . fays.  That  he 

faw  ir,  and  fome  that  were  there  prefent  allure  him  ,  That 
Ihe  had  faid  almcft  the  fame  things  concerning  him  before  he  came, 
coming  thither  likewife  in  the  night  for  fear  of  being  difeou 
vered,  •  1  -

Galand allures  us,.  ? That  James  Maz.el  of  Mornans,  who  had 
a  Son  and  a  Daughter  that  Prophefied  ,  wept  bitterly  for  the 
flofs  of  a  Son,  which  he  doubted  not  of  after  that  his  Daughter 
had  tcld  him  that  he  was  dead,  and  was  fo  grieved  only  becaufe 
he  verily  believed  that  thofe  Preachers  always  tell  truth  >  the  afore- 
faid  Maz.el  defired  Galand  when  he  came  to  enquire  about  that 
Son  which  he  had  been  told  was  dead  :  Caland  enquired 
very  carefully  after  him  of  People  of  the  fame  Vally  that  had 
retired  theinfelves  to  Geneva,  who  told  him  that  they  had  not 
heard  of  him  for  three  Months,  never  fince  that  he  went  for 
*Brandenbnrgb. 

Grevier  confirms  what  G.dand  had  told  me  concerning  the 
belief  of  thofe  People  by  his  own,  and  by  what  he  has  leen 
of  it.  For  he  confeffes  and  protefts,  That  though  ’ris  fome  time 
fince  he  ferioufly  thought  of  leaving  France ,  he  Ihould  not  have 
made  fuch  hade  if  thefe  Children  had  not  oftentimes  reiterated 
the  Order  for  him  to  withdraw  *,  ’tis  thus  he  exprdles  himfelf : 
‘  For,  adds  he ,  Sir,  they  had  told  me  fo  many  things  concerning  my 

*  felf,  that  I  believed  them  upon  that  account,  and  when  they  told 
4  me  that  the  Curate  of  Bordeaux  had  fome  ill.  defign  againft  me, 

*  and  that  I  fhould  make  hafte  away,  I  did  fo  :  And  by  the  Event 
*tis  found  that  he  was  well  advifed.  For  frequenting  that  Vally 
as  he  did  fince  the  fpringing  up  of  thefe  Prophets,  under  pre. 
tence  and  fometimes  likewife  through  neceffity  of  his  going  to 
carry  them  Phyfick,  he  would  certainly  have  pafied  his  time  very 
ill  e’re  this. 

He  fays  he  was  prefent  when  Orders  came  to  thofe  poor 
People  to  fend  Four  of  their  Children  to  the  Baron  of  Poe? s 
Houfe,  which  put  them  all  into  a  great  confirmation,  and  made 
them  aflembie  their  fmall  Council,  whither  they  called  G aland, 
asking  him  his  Advice,  which  was  that  they  fhould  obey  the  Orders 
and  fend  him  the  leaft.  Some  thereupon  Paid,  That  they  ought 
fiift  to  make  Prayers  to  God,  and  confult  the  Holy  Ghoft^  and 
immediately  Three  of  thofe  Children  that  were  amongft  them  fell 
afleep,  afterwards  told  them,  That  they  fhould  not  be  afraid  to 
fend  them,  and  that  they  fhould  fee  them  come  back  gay  and 
dancing  on  the  way  like  Lambs ;  which  happened  according  as 
they  had  faid. 

1  have  obferved  in  the  Letter  of  Mr.....  how  a  little  Girle 
named  Mr.  Bum  by  his  name  :  he  is  the  Curate  of  Bordeaux  who 
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was  out  of  the  Chnmber  on  purpofe  for  that  or  for  c- 
thcr  reafons ,  when  the  little  Girle  went  to  ileep  :  But  ’cis 
eafie  to  be  feen  that  the  Curate  of  Bordeaux  did  not  expeft  to 
be  known. 

Grevier  adds,  but  only  by  hsarfay,  from  a  Proteftant  of  Bordeaux  \ 
who  defigns  to  live  in  good  mreibgence  with  the  Curate,  becaufe 
he  is  very  rich  •,  that  the  faid  Curate  being  returned,  had  be¬ 
twixt  them  cenftfl'td  that  there  was  fomething  extraordinary  in 
the  Bufiaefs,  that  among  thofe  things  they  faid  they  mixed  fome 
old  Prophecies  of  da  Moulin,  but  that  in  alhort  time  good  order 
would  be  taken  about  it. 

Tne  afore  fa  id  Grevier  like  wife  mentions  a  Matter  of  Fadt  that 
pafled  whilft  he  was  prefenc :  One  of  thefe  Maids,  whilft  (he  was 
preaching,  directed  her  D  fcourfe  to  a  Maid  of  Befaudun,  a  neigh¬ 
bouring  Village,  of  whom  Ihe  asked,  Why  her  Siller  was  not 
come  ?  who  anfwered,  Tnat  Ihe  was  Tick  :  JTis  true,  replied  the 
Shepherdefs,  but’eis  of  my  Diftemper  *,  and  the  thing  proved  to 
be  what  Ihe  had  Ciid. 

The  fame  Grevier  fpeaking  tome  in  prefence  of  Mr.  Legier , 
concerning  a  Schoolmalkr  that  had  been  at  Geneva ,  and  whom 
Mr.  Legier  found  to  be  one  that  had  returned  after  he  had  received 
fome  Money  from  the  Confiftcry,  made  us  read  in  his  Journal,  a 
Place  where  one  of  thefe  Shepherds  reprehended  him  very  ftvere- 
ly,  both  for  his  Return,  and  like  wife  becaufe  he  refufed  that 
very  Day  to  make  a  Prayer  amongft  thofe  poor  People,  that  bad 
defired  him,  according  to  their  ancient  Cuftom,  which  was  to  read 
and  pray  to  God,  when  they  were  aflemblcd,  till  fuch  time  as  the 
Children  flept  and  preached  to  them. 

Mr .  tells  us  a  remarkable  Story  :  After  having  fo  difpo- 

fed  of  his  Apartment  for  us,  fo  that  we  could  pafs  through  a  Hail 
into  his  Chamber,  and  out  of  bis  Chamber  into  his  Anti- Chamber 

or  Garderope,  where  his  Servant  lay,  he,  to  wit,  Mr . 

reraembring,  in  the  middle  of  the  Shepherds  Sermon,  whom 
they  had  put  to  Bed  in  the  Garderope,  of  fome  urgent  Bufmefs  he^ 
had  to  do  in  the  Kitchen  •,  He  obferves,  I  fay,  That  whilft  he 
was  in  the  Kitchen,  his  Man  and  the  Governefsof  his  Houfe  went 
into  the  Hall,  laying  their  Heads  clofe  to  the  Wall,  endeavouring 
to  hear  fomething  •  whereupon  the  Shepherd  making  a  Stop,  faid. 
There  is  one  of  our  Brethren  gone,  but  there  are  twootners  come. 
Tuey  that  remained,  not  knowing  what  he  meant,  went  out  into 
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the  Chamber,  and  fiom  thence  into  the  Hall,  where  they  dvr 
thofe  two  endeavouring  to  hear, 

Mr.  .  .  ...  looks  upon  this  as  a  miraculous  thing  •,  but  might 
there  not  be  mother  Explication  made  of  it,  fince  the  Shepherds 
fiy,  Thac  ihe  time  approaches,  when  the  little  Flock  fhall  be  no 
longer  the  little  Flock,  nor  our  Aflfemblies,  &c.  which  he  might 
mean  by,  for  ore  loft  two  recovered. 


Concerning  their  general  Prophecies. 

I  believe  that  1  muft  neceflnrily  diftinguifh  again  betwixt  the 
P,  ophecies  that  regard  the  Church  irs  general,  and  thole  thac  re¬ 
gard  thofe  People,  joyned  with  the  reft  of  the  Proteftanrs  of  France  \ 
and  1  believe,  that  doing  fo,  I  (hall  not  deviate  from  the  Sty  le  and 
Practice  of  the  Scriptures. 

In  general,  they  foretel  to  one  and  to  the  other  a  fpeedy  Deli- 
verance,  all  the  Collections  are  full  of  it :  Tne  Shepherded  in  feve- 
ral ’Places,  fpeaksofthe  Accomphfhment  of  the  Prophetical  Months 
and  Dates,  as  of  a  thing  near  at  hand,  however,  fhe  withal  mixes 
violent  Perfecutions*  fhe  foretels  of  Wars  and  Plagues,  but  all  fo 

ill  collected,  that ’tis  Pity  that  Mr . had  not  heard  her  fpeak 

of  that  as  well  as  her  General  Predictions.  Ho  particularly 
obferve?,  That  what  fhe  Angularly  marked  out  was  the  Eh  liverance 
oft  he  Church  in  September.  Now,  that  (he  did  not  underftand  a 
General  Deliverance  is  plain,  in  that  (lie  adds  Perfecutions  and 
other  Signs,  which  were  not  to  come  to  pafs  in  fo  ftic-rt  a  tim?  *,  and 
if  one  fhould  fay,  That  (he  had  two  things  in  view  at  once  in  her 
Prophecifs,  in  my  Opinion  the  like  things  maybe  found  in  Scri¬ 
pture. 

Tnefe  laft  Prophets  feem  to  have  had  the  fame  thirg  in  view, 
when  they  fay,  Tnat  cur  Deliverance  had  been  in  September,  if  we 
had  repented.  But  than  it  fhould  be  at  ChriftmM ,  if  we  repented, 
( fer  they  alwaies  annex  Repentance  to  it  )  yet  when  they  fay,  T  int 
that  Deliverance  (hail  be  at  Chriftmas ,  or  as  others  fay,  At  Chrift- 
mas  or  at  the  beginning  of  the  Year,  they  all  unanimot  0/  fay,  at 
the  fame  time.  That  there  (hall  be  a  violent  Perfecution,  but  a 
fhort  one,  and  that  we  muft  prepare  our  felyes  for  it.  But  how 
fbalJ  we  make  this  agree,  unlefs  it  be,  that  in  org:  Place  they  re¬ 
gard  the  Deliverance  of  the  Church  in  England,  at  Chriftmas  or  at 
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the  beginning  of  the  Year  ;  and  in  the  other  the  Perfecution  that  ic 
ought  to  fuller  in  D-mphine  ■,  and  perhaps  likcwife  in  ether  Places 
of  France* 

If  Grevier  fates  true,  here  is  a  very  remarkable  thing  y  he  aflures 
us,  That  at  that  time  that  he  left  Dauphine,  there  was  a  Report, 
That  the  King  of  England  had  entirely  defeated  the  Punce  ct 
Orange.  Thus  far  Grevier  may  fay  true,  for  at  that  very  Time 
Mr.  de  V trace  Ihewed  me  a  Letter  from  a  Senator  of  Chambery ,  a 
Friend  of  his,  who  Pent  him  a  Copy  of  what  the  Cardinal  ot  Gre¬ 
noble  had  wricten  to  their  firfl  Prefident,  to  wit,  That  he  had  re¬ 
ceived  an  Exprefs  fiom  Court,  to  tell  him  the  News,  That  the  King 
of  England  had  beaten  and  defeated  the  Prince  of  Orange  by  Sea 
and  Land.  Divers  Letters  from  Grenoble  hither  confirmed  the  fame 
rhmg,  Tnat  there  was  a  Report  there,  and  ail  over  D auphwe , 
Thac  the  Prince  of  Orange  had  been  defeated.  I  wrote  likewife 
to  Mr.  D  L.  about  it,  asking  h  m,  What  was  the  Reafon  of  fuch 
mean  Politicks  ?  Nov  what  does  Grevier  fay  more  ?  Tnat  at  that 
time  tbofe  Reports  were  in  Danphine ,  one  of  thefe  Shepherds  or 
Prophets  fiid  •,  There  are  fome  that  fpread  about  Reports,  That 
thePiince  of  Orange  has  been  defeated,  but  they  that  fpread  about 
fuch  Reports  commit  a  great  Sin;  for  the  Prince  of  Orange  has 
chafed,  chafes  and  fhall  chafe  the  King  out  of  England ,  and  that  is 
the  beginning  of  the  Deliverance  of  the  Church.  1  fay  it  once 
more ,  That  if  Grevier  has  fpoken  the  Truth  concerning  this 
lall  Point,  it  refolves a  great  many  Difficulties.  1  have  obferved, 
in  the  firft  Letter  written  from  Annonay^  that  they  have  fiuce  fpo¬ 
ken  very  right  concerning  the  Prince  ot  Orange,  (for  he  that  writest 
it  may  be  believed  )  they  may  then  have  fpoken  arght  of  him  here¬ 
tofore. 

At  prefent  they  fay  foraetking  more  particular,  faying,  That 
we  (hall  hear  our  Miniilers  in  the  Month  of  *JMay  :  That  may  in¬ 
deed  be  true  of  fome  of  them,  though  not  of  all  •,  and  if  1  am  not 
miftaken,  a  young  Woman  that  lived  at  Caftres ,  whom  I  heard 
Ppeak  of  it  ,  bTore  1  was  confined  to  my  Chamber ,  by  my 
Diftemper,  laid,  That  the  Shcpheid  fs  had  fad  fo •  thatis,  T  >at 
in  the  Month  of  May  next  they  fbould  hear  / owe  of  their  Ta- 
jlori. 

That  which  happens  1  at  Caflrcs%  whereof  there  was  a  Report 
in  ‘Danphine,  as  !  have  already  obferved,  was  told  me  by  a  young 
Gentlewoman  of  that  Country,  aMerchant’s  Daughter  of  Crojftte, 
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two  Leagues  from  Cafbres  •,  (lie  is  one  that  has  all  the  Chara&ers  of 
an  honed  Perfon,  and  who  express  her  felf,  for  a  Perfon  of  her 
Condition,  with  as  much  Grace  as  Sincerity.  When  1  made  this 
Relation  in  our  Aflembly,-  a  Gentleman  of  faftre s  told  me.  That 
he  knew  one  Corbmes  a  Merchant,  as  well  asthe  Judg  of  Caflrest 
whereof  the  young  Woman  makes  mention  in  her  Relati¬ 
on.  Others  like  wife  of  the  Company  came  tonne,  and  told 
me,  beforehand.  That  the  thing  was  reported  by  others.  This 
it  is  ;  4  1 

A  Shepherdefs  of  eight  Years  old,  being  at  the  foot  of  a  Tree, 
had  a  Villon  of  an  Angel,  clout hed  with  a  line  white  Robe,  who 
bid  her  to  tell  her  Brethren,  That  in  the  Month  of  May  they 
fhould  hear  [owe  of  their  Minijlers ,  and  taught  the  Shepherdefs  a 
Prayer,  which  lafts,  faies  Madamoifelle  Corbierest  almoft  half  an 
Hour,  and  is  the  belt  in  the  World.  The  Father  and  the  Mother 
would  not  believe  her  5  but  (he  gave  them  for  a  Sign,  Thgt  (he 
fnould  be  three  Daies  without  fpeaking  •,  and  fo  it  happened.  The 
Report  that  was  fpread  through  the  Village,  fpread  it  felf  farther, 
and  Madamoifelle  Corbieres  went  thither,  faw  the  Shepherdefs,  and 
praied  with  the  Aflembly,  according  to  that  excellent  Prayer  ofithe 
Shepherdefs :  Which,  faid  (he,  was  extreamly  taking  *,  and  \  ob- 
ferved  the  aforefaid  young  Woman  to  be  moved  at  the  very  remem¬ 
brance  of  it.  The  young  Gentlewoman  adds,  That  that  Shep¬ 
herdefs  has  an  admirable  Grace  with  her ,  fpeaks  much  better 
French  than  (he  :  That  Yis  impoffible  to  have  a  more  noble 
Air ,  than  that  Child  has ,  fo  that  it  would  charm  one  to  fee 
her. 

The  Noife  of  this  Shepherdefs  and  her  Prophecy,  fpreading  it 
felf  abroad,  orders  were  given  to  take  her  :  But  three  daies  before 
(he  told  her  Mother,  That  there  fhould  happen  a  great  Misfortune 
ih  the  Houfe  by  the  Death  of  three  Pjrfons.  The  third  Day  being 
come,  there  came  a  Captain  of  Dragoons  to  take  away  the  Shep¬ 
herdefs  *,  her  Father  was  in  Bed,  atmod  dying,  but  he  endeavoured 
toice^phis  Daughter-,  fo  that  the  Dragoon,  who  was  refolvedto 
haveTthe  Maid,  piftifd  and  abufed  him  To  much,  that  he  dyed  that 
very'Evening.  At?  Uakle  of  the  Maid,  who  was  then  in  the  Cham¬ 
ber,  and  who  was  angry,  and  redded  the  Dragoon,  was  (hot  dead 
by  him  with  a  Prdol.  A  Neighbour  that  was  prefent,  being  af- 
frighcedihereat,  run  to  the  Door,  endeavouring  to  get  out  \  but 
ooe  of  the  Dragoons,  that  fopt  the  Door,  thruft  him  through  and 
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killed  him.  The  Shepherdefs  however  comforts  her  Mother,  tel¬ 
ling  her,  Mother,  be  comforted,  let  me  go,  1  (hall  have  no  hurt 
done  me*,  and  as  for  that  which  is  happened,  the  Angel  had  told 
me,  That  it  would  be  fo  *,  *cis  God  that  would  have  ic  fo,  and 
there  was  no  altering  his  Decree.  Whereupon  the  Shepherdefs  is 
brought  to  Caftrts  before  one  Barbarac  (  ameer  Barbarian,  faies 
the  Gentlewoman,  aslikewife  a  Gentleman  of  Cajlres )  and  Bar¬ 
barac  feeing  her  ,  How  now,  laid  he,  poor  Innocent,  What  haft 
thou  to  fay  with  thy  Prophecies  ?  What  Stories  doft  thou  tell  us? 
What  would. ft  thou  fay  ?  I  fay,  replied  the  Child,  without  being 
at  all  concerned,  That  xhou  (halt  be  hanged  within  this  Year.  *Tis 
reported,  That  that  did  not  pleafe  the  Judge  :  She  is  mad,  Paid 
he  to  the  Gaoler,  put  her  into  the  Dungeon,  from  whence  (he  (lull 
not  Poor  come  out.  1  will  come  our,  replied  fhc,  within  eight 
Daies.  And  who  will  bring  thee  out,  Paid  Barbaric?  Thon,  re¬ 
plied  the  Shepherdefs,  or  the  Angel  that  has  told  me  fo.  And  it 
happened  precifely  that  in  eight  Daies  Barbarac  received  Orders  ro 
fend  her  to  the  ktendant  of  Ntmes .  The  aforefaid  young  Woman 
faies,  That  the  Shepherdefs  having  foretold.  That  there  fhould 
be  preiching  within  eight,  ten,  or  a  certain  number  of  Daies, 
in  a  Caftle  of  that  Country  called  Caftelfranc,  there  was  a  Garrilbn 
cf  Dragoons  fent  thither,  to  prevent  the  EfFedt  of  the  Prediction  j 
and  that  in  the  mean  while  (lie  came  away  for  Geneva  at  that  very 
time,  and  had  been  feven  Weeks  before  (he  could  come  thither, 
having  been  ftopt  in  her  Way  at  fome  Place  in  Danpbine  by  the 
fault  of  her  Guides,  but  that  fhc  got  away  with  a  little  Money. 
’Fis  about  fourteen  Daies  fince  (he  came  to  Geneva  *,  and  fhe  is  the 
Lift  that  L  have  heard.  1  mud  not  forget  what  (he  tol  i  me  con¬ 
cerning  the  Captain  of  Dragoons,  That  he  was  extreamly  forry 
for  what  he  had  done.  I  have  taken  the  Names  of  three  Men  of 
Aimtanbony  come  from  thofe  Parts,  who  all  confirm  the  Matter  of 
Fa<ft:  Other  People  confirm  it  likewife^  The  Report  is  all  over 
‘Danpbtne. 


Here  I  muft  conclude,  defiring  you  to  accept  this  my  finalf  En¬ 
deavour  to  pleafe  you.

of  February,  1689. 

MOnfkur .  will /hew  you  a  Relation  .that. is  now  tran- 

fcribing  in  my  Chamber,  which  will  be  fent  you  by  M.  of M. 
becaufe  laft  night  M.  of  B  and  I  were  of  Opinion  to  do  fo,  and 
’twas  be  that  defired  me.  That  the  Journal  i  have  fent  you  might 
be  communicated  to  M.  of  M.  ’twas  becaufe  l  would  not  write 
more  than  what  is  neceflary  and  pray.  Sir,  be  pleafed  to  permit 
it  to  be  fo. 

As  for  the  Memcire  concerning  the  Vivtrt ’tis  fuch  an  afto- 
riifhing  thing,  that  1  Ihould  doubt  of  the  Belief  that  you  ought  to 
have  of  it,  if^.of/1.  had  not  allured  me  feveral  Times,  that  I 
might  believe  it  as  firmly, as  if  I  had  feen  it  my  felf  ^  and  that  A/.of 
M.  will  tell  you  the  fame  thing,  the  Perfon  that  wrote  it  being  his 
Acquaintance.  1  have  likewife  fcen  this  Poll  fome  Letters  from 
Nimes  that  in  a  fort  confirm  the  thing,  fmce  they  tell  us,  That 
there  were  twenjy  People  brought  thither  from  the  Fivarcz.,  and 
imprifoned  for  having  been  at  Meetings.  '  *  ' 

I  have  only  then  to  make  fome  Refledions  on  this  wonderful 
Matter  *,  but  indeed  it  is  fo  furprizing  and  amazing,  that  1  leave  it 
to  otheis  more  knowing  and  more  learned  than  my  felf.  I  will 
only  fay,  following  my  Journal,  That  Mr.  Legier ,  our  ProfefTor 
cf  Philosophy,  a  very  worthy  Man  both  for  the  School  and  for  the 
Pilpit,  told  me  Ye  Herd  ay,  after  Dinner,  That  he  had  Teen  fome 
People  of  Dauphin c  that  ceftified,  Thatthofe  Children  of  Prophets 
bad  foretold,  That  there  Ihould  not  be  only  great  Aflemblies  on 
both  Sides  on  the  Hills,  as  you  may  fee  in  my  Journal,  but  like¬ 
wife  that  there  Ihould  be  fome  that  Ihould  preach  awake,  which  is 
in  aii*Pflifcts  accomplish  :4  by  this  thing  of  the  Vivurcu.  I  muft 
confefs,  Sir,  That,  in  fioilhmg  my  Journal,  I  could  not  but  doubt 

a  little 


that  Tr  ophejie  and  T reach  in  their  Sleep.  j  t 

a  little  of  fuch  extraordinary  Matters  of  Fad.  When  I  faw  thofe 
poor  Preachers  foretelusof  numerous  Aflemblies  on  the  Hills  on 
both  Sides,  and  that  I  confidered  with  my  felf,  That  they  them- 
fdves  were  hnprifoned,  and  all  their  Auditory  fcattered,  and  he¬ 
boid  the  Day  after  that  there  are  AfTemblies  in  the  Vivarez  of  a 
thoufand  ,  of  one  fifteen  hundred,  and  of  two  thoufand  Per¬ 
forms,  and  in  fevera!  Places  at  once  ;  and  in  the  Day-time  to  hear 
Prophets  that  are  rifen  upon  a  fuddain,  and  preach  both  afleep 
and  awake,  with  Signs  and  wondeiful  Miracles.  I  mult  confe.fs. 
Sir,  that  this  thing,  which  we  know  to  be  reported  by  a  Pcrfon 
worthy  to  be  believed,  has  perfectly  confounded  even  the  moft 
incredulous.  I  have  feen  the  chief  of  our  Sudduces,  after  having 
been  convinced  of  the  Matter  of  Fact,  fay,  That’cwas  a  natural 
Diftemper,  dirededby  Providence  to  procure  the  Repentance  of 
thofe  poor  People,  that  had  fallen  under  Temptation  :  Well,  lec 
it  befo  *,  they  (hall  explain  us  that  admirable  Phi-lofophy  another 
time.  As  for  our  PrcfefTor,  That  it  furpafles  his  And  1  will 
do  no  more  than  only  fend  you  the  Matters  of  Fad,  and  the  Pre- 
didions  of  thefe  Preachers,  which  from  Diy  to  Day  are  accom~ 
plifhed  :  But  to  continue  to  obferve  what  is  palTd  and  pnfles  in 
Daupbi/.e  j  you  mull  know  that  the  Pcrfecution  increafes  there. 
You  have  feen  the  Prior  of  Valence  $  Letter,  which  attributes  that 
Miracle  to  the  Cheat  of  a  Man  that  was  placed,  behind  the  Child, 
and  that  fuggefted  to  him  his  Sermons  and  his  Prophecie  .  Now 
that  Fidion  is  not  fpccious  enough  for  them,  by  reafon  of  the  great; 
and  innumerable  Proofs  that  there  are  of  the  Preaching  of  thofe 
People  without  being  prompted  or  fhut  up  in  Curtains :  Where¬ 
fore  they  forced  fome  of  thofe  Children,  by  cruelly  fcourging 
them,  to  fay,  That  Mr  de  Bays  had  intruded  them  beforehand, 
and  bad  taught  them  the  things  they  had  afterwards  repeated: 
And  all  this  to  make  People  believe  the  fame  thing  of  the  others. 
But,  Sir,  God  leems  to  laugh  at  their  Projcds  *,  here  is  that  which 
Mr.  L’gbr  has  collcded  within  thefe  two  or  three  Daies  3  he  Las 
promiled  to  bring  the  Witnefies  to  my  Lodgings,  i.  That  there 
arc  People  that  continue  to  fall.  2.  Tnat  a  Man  efcaped  out  of 
Prifon,  where  he  was  with  fome  of  thofe  Prophets,  had  heard 
them  preach  in  the  Night-time.  3.  That  three  Men  that  went  out 
of  Switzerland  into  that  Country,  about  fome  Bufinefs,  had  lodg¬ 
ed,  as  they  returned  to  Geneva,  with  fome  of  thofe  Children  that 
were  carried  Prifoners ;  They  allured  Mr ,  Legieo^  that  they  did 
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Dot  ia  the  lead  appear  moved  \  and  that  a  Woman  that  was  lodg¬ 
ed  in  the  fame  Inn,  having  asked  leave  of  the  Bay  1  iff  to  hear  one  of 
thofe  Children,  they  brought  one,  who,  afrer  that  be  was  fallen 
*fleep,had  preached, to  the  great  aftoni foment  of  all  the  People :  and 
when  they  asked  the  BaylilT  what  they  thought  of  it,  they  fhrurrk 
up  their  Shoulders,  ’  faying,  Th.y  fay  nothing  but  very  good* 
things.  4.  Tne  fame  People  fay,  That  havn  g  been  in  an  Afl'err- 
bly,  one  of  thofe  Children  had  faid  aloud.  That  there  were  three 
come  out  of  Smt^nUniy  whereof  two  had  made  their  Abjuration 
in  Swiix.nimd ;  but  chat  there  was  one  that  had  not  done  ic,  and 
whom  the  Child  made  do  ic  with  the  fame  Authority  the  whole 
Confiftory  of  Laufmne  alRmbled  could  have  done.  For  *cis  an  ad¬ 
mirable  thing,  That  there  is  no  one  able  to  refift  the  Words 
of  thefe  Preachers.  5.  That  a  Papilt  Woman  hid  been  to  hear 
one  of  thefe  Prophets,  and  that  wbiKt  he  prayed  foe  would  not 
kneel  down  :  That  the  Prophet  ceifurcd  her,  and  foe  making  him 
Anfwcr,  That  foe  kneeled  down  only  before  the  Altar  ^  the  Pro¬ 
phet  redoubled  his  Cenfure,  concluded  it  with  a  Predidioh  regard¬ 
ing  that  Woman,  That  even  on  that  very  Day  that  he  had  preached 
to  nerthe  Truth,  it  foould  be  preached  to  her  by  her  own  Son*, 
which  happened  accordingly.  A  Perfon  of  my  Acquaintance  told 
me  Yefterday  this  Story,  which  foe  had  had  from  fome  one  of  thofe 
difperfed  People,  that  fly  from  the  prefeut  Perfecution.  6.  Others 
have  likewife  told  Mr.  Legier,  Tnat  thofe  Children  had  caufed  a 
Pfalm  to  befung  in  bade,  to  fee  the  Miracle  they  bad  foretold  of 
one  of  their  Brethren,  who  was  to  fall  as  foon  as  the  Pfalm  was 
ended  ;  which  came  to  pafs  accordingly.  7.  This  Expreffion  of 
lulling,  is  a  general  Expreffion  of  all  People  that  talk  of  thefe  Chil¬ 
dren  i  and  Mr.  Legier  has  been  told,  That  one  of  thefe  People  hav¬ 
ing  been  furprized  with  that  D. (temper  in  the  Way,  had  fallen  into 
a  Hole,  where  he  had  broken  his  Leg  •,  which  did  not  at  all  hinder 
him  from  continuing  his  Preaching,  without  feeling  any  Hurt  : 
After  which  he  became  fenfibleas  another  Perfon.  If  J  fho  ild  now 
make  a  Colledion  of  all  that  is  faid  of  thefe  People,  *cwou!d  be 
infinite":  1  will  add  only  this,  which  has  been  likewife  told  Mr.  Le¬ 
gier ,  That  the  King  foould  have  amongft  his  Guards  rhat  foould 
tall  down  and  Prophefle,  and  that  it  fooi  1 J  he  concealed  for  once 
or  twice,  but  that  the  third  time  it  (hould  break  our. 
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A  Copy  of  a  Letters  from  the  Vtvarez. 


•>  'Tr*/ 5  about  a  fortnight  ago,  that  near  where  your  Coufn  the  old 
X  Cxpr  tin's  Wife  lives,  fame  perfons  began  to  preach  the  Gofpel 
with  fo  many  figns  and  wonders,  that  it  would  make  you  tremble  ^ 
and  the  tlnng  lias  by  little  and  little  increafed  and  fo  incYeafes  that 
at  this  very  hour  that  1  write  to  you  ,  there  are  betwixt  that  place 
and  tlois  more  than  threefcore.  7 hey  ate  People  of  all  age*  aud 
ftxes  'wvhout  diftinftion,  except  married  Aden  and  Women  l  have 
not  heard  f.y  there  are  any  of  them  5  that  is  to  fay,  however  that 
the  great  (ft  part  of ;  them  are  Boys  andJ  Girls  from  fix  or  feven  to 
twenty  five  years  of  age ,  and  old  Aden,  all  of  the  meaner  fort 
of  People ,  there  being  few  of  them  that  can  read  :  But  they  are 
all  of  Families ,  that  have  been  exemplary  for  their  good  living . 
For  they  cry  aloud  and  fay,  That  they  have  received  the  Grace  and 
Gifts  they  are  poffefjed  of,  but  by  the  fincere  repentance  of  their  Fa * 
milies ,  it  being  impoffble  they  jhould  obtain  it,  if  any  one  remained  in  fin* 
They  are  four  or  five  days  without  eating  before  they  fpeakg,  and  af¬ 
terwards  they  fcarce  eat  any  thing,  and  their  fad  looks,  at  leaf  of  the 
grearefi  part  of  them ,  clear  up  and  become  plcafant,  fo  that  you  might 
read  their  happim  fs  in  their  Faces.  They  preach  almojl  day  and  night 
without  ccafing  ,  in  publtck  and  in  the  midjt  of  the  foliages  where  they 
are.  Thrfc  Affembhes  are  fo  numerous  that  yeflerday  there  was  one 
about  a  League  from  hence  of  fifteen  hundred  perfons  ,  and 
that  held  from  feven  a  CUck^in  the  Adorning  till  fix  at  night.  The 
days  and  nights  before,  they  were  not  fo  great.  But  if  I  f:ould  tell 
you  that  theft  to  day  will  be  of  above  two  thoufand ,  /  fhould  not  lie. 
Pr'ple  go  thither  from  all  parts ,  as  if  they  were  proceffions ,  and  at 
Noon  day.  There  does  not  come  one  back  >  but  poftively  declares , 
To  at  he  had  rather  be  drawn  in  pieces  with  four  Horfes,  than  ever 
r^tmn  to  Mafs.  If  you  far?  hoWjhey  wept  you  would  be  concerned, 
at  it.  They  boldly  fay ,  That  there  Will  be  a  Communion  within  fix 
Weeks  t'sat  the  Gofpel  will  be  preached  every  where ,  and  that  foma 
A  Unifiers  whefe  names  are  known  by  all  the  People,  and  whom  they 
name,  (hall  enter  the  Kingdom  to  adtniniflcr  the  Sacraments  to  theipf 
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f'rft  flocks ,  and  that  on  fnch  a  day  which  they  name.  There  are 
fome  that  preach  whifA  afieep,  others  being  awake.  Their  Hearers 
are  always  on  their  Knees ,  Offering  no  one  to  be  otherwtfe •  And  if 
there  be  any  notorious  fmners  in  their  Affembly ,  thefe  poor  Preachers 
eall  them  tp-tbem,  arid'  fall  info  terrible  torments,  till  fnch  time  as 
the  fmners  come  to  them.  When  they  are  come  they  cry  over  their 
Heads,  Mercy  2nd  Grace,,  .always  exhorting  thofe  (inner s  firieufly 
to  repent,  and  all.  the  People  to  pray  God  that  he  Vffuld  pardon  them, 

7  hey .  make  thf  Congregation  fmg  Tfalms,  and  very  often  the  5  I .  They 
mafe  pttblifk.  Prayers  for  fmners  :  tf  thofe  (inner t  really  repent  them , 
and  that  God  pardons  them ,  they  thcmfiives  fall  to  the  Ground  as 
Dead  without  any  appearance  of  Life.  A  id  when  they  come  to  them- 
felves  again  they  feel  a  happmefs  and  contentment  ,  which  they  are 
not  able  to  exprefs.  It  happens Jikewife  that  other  Members ,  who  are 
not  fp great  [inner s  fall  to  the  Ground ,  after  the  fame  manner ,  at  intervals 
of  time  :  the  mofi  part  fill  more 1  than  oncefiere  are  fome  hkewifi  that  have 
fallen  four  times ,  though  the  j  were  not  called  as  other  great  {inner s.  And 
thofe  do  not  make  the  poor  Prrachers  fijfer  as  the  others  do.  There 
fall  down  fometimes  twenty  or  thirty  at  cnee ,  and  as  f  aft  as  they  f  ally 
and  e/peciflly  when  * tis  a  great,  (inner,  thefe  poor  Preachers  maVje  great 
exprejftons  of  Joy,  and  remain  fome  time,  in  a  fvoon  as  in  an  Ecfiafie, 
faying.  That  they  fee  the  Heavens  opened  and  our  Lord  pouring  out 

hii  jHeffwg  .ilpon  them.  They  [ay,  That  within . days  the' 

great  Perfection  -will  be  over ,  and  that  Sunday  l  a  ft  was  one  of  thofe 
days.  1  know  not  whether  this  is  to  be  underftood  of  this  place  in  par¬ 
ticular ,  pr.  of  the  general.  But  they  exhort  their  Auditois  not  to  be 
afraid  .of  it.  I  forgot  to  tell  you  that  Sunday  lajt,  that  l  / poke  to 
you  of  juff-  now,  two  Maids,  after  having  preached  the  Gofpel  in  a 
Village  },a  League  and  a  half  from  hence,  all  the  day  till  the  Sun  . 
was  fitting,  they  gave  the  Bene diliion  arid  told  the  dAffembly,  That 
it  was  time  to  be  going,  and  t  hat  there  was  a  Detatchment  of  Dragoons 
rtiade  at  the  Quarters  that  were  the  nearefi ,  to  come  break  in  upon 
them,  having  been  difeovered :  that  every  one  (houldgo  home  and  go 
to  fed..  The  thing  was  punflr.ully  fixas  (he  had fiid :  The  Dragoonsc 
Game,  and  hunted  about  in  that  Canton.paxt  of  the  night ,  and  finding  no 
fody,  they  entered  into  Houfis ,  and  brought.,  away  four  Pr i finer s. 
There  had  been  fome  taken  before  in  other  Affembltes.  In  fine,  Sir, 
you  may  be  fire  that  what  I  fay  is  true ,  and  that  I  don’t  tell  you 
the  fiftieth  part  of  what  there  is  of  if,  for  the  ablefi  Man  in  the 
'Kingdom  would,  never  be  able  to  mention  every  thing ,  though  he  had

been  at  all  their  Afftmblies.  They  /peak  very  great  things  of  the 
King-,  the  Conclnfictt  whereof  is.  That  he  (hall  know  the  Truth  and 
be  converted.  The  Curate  of  the  Parijh  of  about  a  League  front 
henCi, ,  is  already  abfented ,  as  I  have  been  affured\  1  dont  know  if 
for  certain.  All  this  feems  to  me  con  ft  der  able  and  important  enough 
to  defire  you  to  be  fo  charitable  as  to  fend  me  your  opinion  concerning 
it,  after  having  firft  confulted  with  two  Doctors  you  have  the  moft 
efieem  for.

The  Prophecies  which  are  that  which  the  Reader  will,  with¬ 
out  doubt,  look  mod  after,  are  perhaps  that  which  he  ought 
to  mind  leaft  ^  becaufe  we  are  not  certain  that  the  Colledions 
have  been  well  made.  A  Word,  nay  a  Letter,  oftentimes 
changes  the  whole  Senfe  of  a  Difcourfe.  What  is  not  to  be 
queftioned  in  that  great  number  of  matters  of  Fad,  is  that 
thofe  People  fall,  that  they  ure  in  an  Ecftafie ,  that  they 
difcomle  in  their  fleep,  and  others  awake,  and  fpeak  things 
that  have  not  been  fuggefted  to  them,  and  that  they  them- 
fclves  knew  not.  No  other  Prophecies  are  to  be  looked  upon 
as  well  reported,  but  only  thofe  that  have  had  their  Accom* 
pliihment.  i.  The  Deliverance  that  was  to  beg:n  in  the 
Month  of  September ,  as  it  did  really  begin  by  the  bufinefs  of 
England,  and  by  the  Declaration  of  War.  2.  The  new  Pro¬ 
phets  which  the  Shcpherdefs  had  Prophefied  of.  3.  The  King 
of  England  driven  out  by  the  Prince  of  Orange.  4.  The  AC* 
femblies  that  were  to  be  made  in  feveral  Places.  5.  And  the 
cruel  Perfection  which  is  now  in  the  Provinces  greater  than 
ever ,  fince  there  has  been  a  Maflacrc  of  400.  perfons,  without 
reckoning  thofe  that  have  been  Executed ,  according  as  *cis 
reported.  Thefe  matters  of  Fad,  and  feveral  others,  fo  precilc- 
ly  happening,  as  they  had  been  foretold,  (hews  that  if  anything 
does  not  happen,  *tis  becaufe  the  Predidion  was  not  well  taken 
nor  underftood  :  For  one  and  the  fame  Spirit  cannot  be  Falfe  and 
True. 
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
